chooses 

Lieberman

V ice President A1 Gore intro¬ 
duced Senator Joseph Lieber¬ 
man (D-Connecticut) as his 
running mate saying that the selection 
would “tear down a mighty wall of di¬ 
vision ” Gore was referring to the fact 
that Lieberman is the first Jew nomi¬ 
nated for national office by a major 
political party. The pair appeared at a 
Nashville rally Tuesday, August 8. 

“Dear Lord, 
maker of mira¬ 
cles, I thank you 
for bringing me 
to this extraor¬ 
dinary moment 
in my life,” said 
Lieberman. He 
quoted scrip¬ 
ture and praised 
Gore for hav¬ 
ing “never, 
never wavered 
in his responsi¬ 
bilities as a father, as a husband, and 
yes, as a servant of God almighty.” 

Lieberman, 58, is intelligent, well 
respected, and able to work across 
party lines. He is pro-defense and pro- 
big business. He is one of the most 
conservative Democrats in-the-Senate. 

He was the first Democratic elect- > 
ed official of stature to publicly criti¬ 
cize President Clinton on the Monica 
Lewinsky affair. He said, “Such behav¬ 
ior is not just inappropriate, it is im¬ 
moral. And it is harmful, for it sends a 
message of what is acceptable behav¬ 
ior to the larger American family, par¬ 
ticularly to our children.” 

Lieberman’s selection, which was 
leaked to the media Monday, was 
widely praised. Some saw the move as 
a way for Gore to distance himself 
from Clinton, since Lieberman’s 
speech from the Senate floor in 1998 
made headlines. Others saw it as a 
“bold” move because of Lieberman’s 
religion. Headlines in many newspa¬ 
pers Tuesday called Gore’s choice 
“historic.”

$70K to local groups

A well-attended Pride event in June led 
to windfalls of cash for local organi¬ 
zations, as the San Francisco Lesbian, 
Gay, Bisexual, Transgender Pride Celebration 
Committee Inc. announced last week that 
more than $70,000 has been distributed to 
nonprofit groups. 

The revenue returned to the community 
represents gate donation proceeds, as well as 
money from beverage sales. The warm 
weather for the June 24-25 festivities resulted 
in brisk sales of beer, other alcohol, and non¬ 
alcoholic beverages at the various booths, 
Pride Executive Director Teddy Witherington 
said. 

Thirty-two community organizations col¬ 
lectively received $71,351.26 at an event last 
Monday, July 31. The amount represents an 
increase of 56 percent from money returned 
to groups last year, which was $45,714.40. 
Like last year, the money comes from the 
committee’s “community partners” program 
that includes organizations vvho had volun¬ 
teers staff admission gates.or work at bever¬ 
age booths. h r, -% 

A total of $53,262 was collected at 
gate, Witherington said. Half of that amount, 
or about $26,000, was returned to the local 
agencies. The remainder of the money re¬ 
turned - approximately $45,351 - came from 
the beverage sales. Local groups had the op¬ 
tion of participating in one or both of the 
partnering programs - beverage or donation 
partners. 

Checks to the groups ranged from $675 to 
$3,371 for the gate proceeds alone, Wither¬ 
ington explained. Other groups, such as Pets 
Are Wonderful Support, had volunteers'work 
both the gate and beverage booths, and they 
took away nearly $6,000. Money was re¬ 
turned to groups based on the number of 
hours of volunteer help they provided. Each 
organization that participated in the bever¬ 
age partner program was guaranteed a min-

imum of $1,000, Witherington said. < 

San Francisco’s largest event,' the Pride Pa¬ 
rade and celebration drew almost 1 million 
people this year. A sticker system at the gates 
and a prize draw donated by United Airlines 
helped boost the donations significantly from 
last year, Pride organizers said. 

“In historical terms, this was\a much bet¬ 
ter year for donations,” said board member 
Joey Cain. “We hope to_ build upon the suc¬ 
cess this year and encourage more people to 
give in the future.” , 


The committee requested a voluntary $3 
per person donation at the gate. That’s less 
than Pride events in other Bay Area cities, in¬ 
cluding San Jose and Oakland, both of which . 
charge $7. 

Witherington pointed out that the 
amount that Pride gives back to the commu¬ 
nity has been increasing since 1997, hand in 
hand with higher standards of fiscal respon¬ 
sibility and financial solvency. While Pride’s

e’s not the kind of politician to toot 
his own horn. 

Indeed, he’s not a politician at all. 
He’s never run for office. 

Hank Wilson is a longtime activist. He 
talks about issues, not himself. 

Yet with the return to district elections - 
San Francisco’s system of electing supervi¬ 
sors, dispensed with in the aftermath of the 
assassinations of Mayor George Moscone and 
Supervisor Harvey Milk - activist Wilson saw 
an opening and decided that the best way to 
achieve his goals was to get on a soapbox and 
talk about why he should be the San Francis¬ 
co supervisor from District 6. 

“It’s just that I have to do that,” he said in 
an August 7 interview. “Otherwise, it seems 
like not everyone will know what I’ve done.” 

Wilson joins some 30 others vying for the 
job of representing the sprawling district that 
stretches from South of Market to the Tender¬ 
loin, Hayes Valley to the Inner Mission, South 
Beach to Mission Bay, with Treasure Island 


thrown in for good measure. Supervisor Leslie 
Katz’s decision last month that she couldn’t af¬ 
ford to move into the district so that she could 
run for re-election left the field wide open. 

“Believe me,” Wilson noted, “a supervi¬ 
sor’s salary will be quite sufficient to support 
my lifestyle.” 

He’s not in this for money or glory, Wil¬ 
son said. It’s just a natural evolution of his 
work. 

“The problems that I’ve seen, they’re worse 
than they’ve ever been,” he said. “The reason 
I’m running is that I think I can make a con¬ 
tribution most as a member of the board.” 

A former schoolteacher, comedy cabaret 
co-owner, substance abuse counselor, and 
manager of a Tenderloin single room occu¬ 
pancy hotel, the candidate’s popularity is 
untested in the polling booth. Lie’s raised less 
than $3,000 so far. 

But when the dust settles and campaign¬

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Blacks to challenge 
Davis at convention

ith the Democrats lean- 
U * ing so far to the right it 
W m hurts, protests at their 
upcoming convention are already 
planned by those that the party 
claims to represent but continu¬ 
ously votes against. But the dis¬ 
content will also exist at the civi¬ 
lized “place at the table,” as an¬ 
nounced by two black congress- 
members this week who vowed to 
publicly challenge Governor Gray 
Davis’s stance on racial profiling 
legislation. 

Congresswoman Maxine Wa¬ 
ters (D-California) and Congress¬ 
man John Conyers (D-Michigan), 
both members of the Congres¬ 
sional Black Caucus, announced 
from Washington, D.C. on August 
7 that they and others would 
make Davis’s refusal to sign a 
racial profiling data collection bill 
a key issue at the Democratic Na¬ 
tional Convention that begins this 
Monday in Los Angeles. 

Racial profiling - otherwise 
known as “driving while black or 
brown,” or DWB - is a nationwide 
phenomenon whereby people of 
color are up to 10 times more like¬ 
ly to be stopped and searched by 
police. While the California Legis¬ 
lature passed a bill that called for 
the collection of data on the race

and ethnicity of those stopped by 
law enforcement officials, Davis 
vetoed the measure, instead 
promising to sign a watered-down 
version that would call for officers 
to give out their business cards to 
people stopped and not cited. 
Seven states in the country have 
already enacted racial profiling 
laws that call for data collection. 
California is the only state where 
a governor has vetoed the legisla¬ 
tion. 

Waters, a representative from 
Los Angeles, expressed outrage at 
Davis’s refusal to include “any 
form of police accountability.” 


“Los Angeles, especially, is a 
city that has been plagued by the 
problems of racial profiling and 
police abuse. We have to address 
racial profiling on the battle¬ 
ground where it is a particular 
problem,” said Waters. 

Conyers, an outspoken leader 
on the issue, provided the dig to 
Davis’s character that only a De¬ 
mocrat could appreciate when he 
said, “Even Republicans in Con¬ 
gress now argue that profiling is 
intolerable.” 

“Nothing is more important to 
developing a solution to this prob¬ 
lem than the gathering of mean¬ 
ingful data,” said Conyers. 

Davis’s refusal to authorize 
data collection has been explained 
by two somewhat empty reasons: 
that profiling is not a problem in 
California (home of the Rodney 
King incident), and that the state 
budget does not have the money 
to implement such a program (the 
state had a monumental $12.3 bil¬ 
lion surplus this year). 

A spokesman for the governor 
said that Davis was pleased with 
legislative support for state Sena¬ 
tor Kevin Murray’s (D-Los Ange¬ 
les) compromise bill, calling it 
“important progress.” He object¬ 
ed to the term “watered-down,” 
despite the fact that the proactive 
provisions of the bill were re¬ 
moved upon his request. ▼ 


Carole Migden secures $250l< for 
GLBT Historical Society of California

7; hey needed the money, and 
7 she knows how to bring it 
home. Assemblywoman Ca¬ 
role Migden, San Francisco’s pow¬ 
erful lesbian in residence at the 
state level, was able to secure an 
unprecedented $250,000 of Cali¬ 
fornia’s budget for the Gay, Les¬ 
bian, Bisexual, and Transgendered 
Historical Society of Northern 
California last month before a leg¬ 
islative recess. The funds consti¬ 
tute the single largest grant that 
the society has ever received since 
its founding in 1985, and the 
money will primarily be used to 
fund two projects: an audio/visu¬ 
al preservation project that in¬ 
volves transferring films and tapes 
to a more stable medium, and a 
digitizing project that allows the 
society to make its massive library 
available on the Internet. 

GLHS, located at 973 Market 
Street in San Francisco, is a virtu¬ 
al attic of memorabilia, news, and 
other mediums that have docu¬ 
mented the history of the LGBT 
movement over the decades. Its 
archives include the works of 
writers, artists, photographers, 
and performers; the papers and 
essays of community leaders; the 
public and private records of

community organizations; the 
posters, flyers, buttons, match- 
books of political movements and 
LGBT bars and other establish¬ 
ments; and of course an assorted 
array of audio/visual footage from 
events and demonstrations. The 
nonprofit organization makes all 
of these materials available to stu¬ 
dents, historians, and any avid 
nostalgia buff who is interested. 
GLHS also regularly hosts exhibits 
and presentations to educate the 
public about specific aspects of 
our history. 

But despite the organization’s 


importance, it has remained rela¬ 
tively under-funded and even 
under-appreciated. This year’s 
grant will relieve some of the fi¬ 
nancial stress that goes along with 
the job, according to GLHS Exec¬ 
utive Director Susan Stryker. 

“We’ve always had a hand-to- 
mouth existence here,” she said. 

The funding was made possi¬ 
ble by an enormous state budget 
surplus of $12.3 billion, some of 
which was allocated to smaller 
projects that have been largely ne¬ 
glected in the past. 

In addition to securing GLHS 
funding, Migden, working in con¬ 
junction with state Senator John 
Burton (D-San Francisco), ob¬ 
tained $500,000 for the city’s Na¬ 
tional AIDS Memorial Grove 
from the state Park and Recre¬ 
ation program. The funding does 
not take away any state funds des¬ 
ignated for FIIV/AIDS prevention 
or treatment programs. 

Thom Weyand, executive di¬ 
rector of the AIDS grove, said that 
the half-million dollars will be 
used to finish the grove with what 
he called a “Crossroads Circle,” 
which he described as “another 
circular feature” and to meet fed¬ 
eral disability access requirements 
as well as pay for some accessibil¬ 
ity work that has already been 
done at the site. ▼

; W apolitical, newly wealthy 
transplants who will evict long¬ 
time Latino, lesbian, and artist res¬ 
idents and effectively paint the 
neighborhood a pasty shade of 
white. 

Many San Francisco supervi¬ 
sors are quick to cite “neighbor¬ 
hood concerns” when it comes to 
vetoing items like proposed queer 
youth shelters, but where Mission 
development and displacement 
are concerned, most are all too 
happy to approve big money pro¬ 
jects. That leaves the fight to live 
in this city up to the people, and 
the Mission Anti-displacement 
Coalition is ready for that chal¬ 
lenge. 

MAC is sponsoring a walking 
tour and march through the Mis¬ 
sion this Saturday, August 12, at 11 


a.m. Intended to “defend the right 
to live in the Mission,” the march 
invites neighborhood residents in 
all their diversity for a tour and 
celebration of the beloved barrio. 
Community organizers, small 
business owners, low-income 
workers, youth, elders, people of 
color, and queers are all expected 
to attend. The walking tour will 
stop at points of displaced and 
threatened sites and will educate 
the community on how to chal¬ 
lenge gentrification. 

“Saturday’s event is another 
way of mobilizing folks about 
these issues, and by pointing out 
along the route different examples 
of the kind of development that 
has threatened us, we hope to ed¬ 
ucate them as well,” Antonio Diaz, 
spokesman for MAC, told the Bay 
Area Reporter. “Of course, the 
Mission still is a very vibrant and 
diverse community so we’re also 
going to be celebrating that as we 
fight to defend that diversity.” 


It was MAC that recently con¬ 
fronted the city’s Planning De¬ 
partment with a list of demands 
that included implementing a 
moratorium on all development 
projects. The Planning Depart¬ 
ment refused, but does plan on 
looking into illegal conversions re¬ 
sponsible for the displacement of 
countless Mission residents. Pub¬ 
lic outcry about the need for 
moratoriums may result in a hear¬ 
ing in the near future, according 
to Diaz. 

Saturday’s walk begins at 24th 
and Bryant streets, site of the bril¬ 
liant “Resist the dot-com” mural 
by artist Al Lujan. The tour will 
follow a route that takes the streets 
of the district and winds up at 
Cesar Chavez Elementary School 
at about 2:30 p.m. T

Smoky battleground 
renewed in federal court

Pk 1 obody disputes the facts of 

/ what is a landmark legal 
; case taking place in San 
Francisco: some California doc¬ 
tors recommend medical marijua¬ 
na to patients. At issue, however, 
is whether what those doctors do 
is punishable by federal law. The 
federal government says yes, while 
the doctors and patients in the 
suit - operating under California’s 
medical marijuana initiative 
Proposition 215 - say no. U.S. Dis¬ 
trict Judge William Alsup will de¬ 
cide. 

It was exactly the scenario 
feared when voters first passed 
Proposition 215 in 1996. Not ex¬ 
empt from federal laws regarding 
illicit substances, the state may 
look the other way when in the 
company of grass, but Uncle Sam 
will not, or so said the threats 
from the Clinton administration 
four years ago. It was drug czar 
Barry McCaffrey who declared 
after the passage of Proposition 
215 that any doctors who pre¬ 
scribed or recommended mari¬ 
juana would lose their federal li¬ 
censes to prescribe drugs, would 
not be eligible for Medicare and 
MediCal payments, and could face 
criminal prosecution.

That led to Conant v. McCaf¬ 
frey, a class action suit filed by Dr. 
Marcus Conant and others, seek¬ 
ing a permanent injunction that 
would protect doctors from such 
threats and their consequences. 
The plaintiffs won a preliminary 
injunction in 1997 that prohibit¬ 
ed federal officials from threaten¬ 
ing or punishing physicians for 
recommending medical marijua¬ 
na to patients, because such 
threats squelch speech and there¬ 
fore violate the First Amendment. 
Last Thursday, August 3, the par¬ 
ties returned to federal court in 


San Francisco to duke it out for 
the final ruling. The original pre¬ 
liminary injunction ruling against 
the government will either be ex¬ 
tended or withdrawn. 

The class action suit, as stated 
by the plaintiffs’ attorneys, includ¬ 
ing the American Civil Liberties 
Union of Northern California, 
“seeks a declaration that physi¬ 
cians and patients have the right, 
protected by the First Amend¬ 
ment to the U.S. Constitution, to 
communicate in the context of a 
bona fide physician-patient rela¬ 
tionship, without government in¬ 
terference or threats of punish¬ 
ment, about the potential benefits 
and risks of the medical use of 
marijuana.” 

For the federal government, 
that very same free speech means 
that a doctor is aiding and abetting 
a person in obtaining an illegal 
drug that has been proven “harm¬ 
ful.” Interestingly, the government 
cited the Food and Drug Admin¬ 
istration as a source that has doc¬ 
umented the evils of marijuana, 
but plaintiff Conant worked on 
the FDA’s report on Marinol - the 
marijuana-based medicine to treat 
weight loss and medical pain - and 
that report was favorable. Never¬ 
theless, whether the United States 
can instill fear into doctor-patient

Supe Leno puts up 
hurdles against chain 
stores in the Castro

|P| astro area shopaholics may 
:l ^ be dismayed to learn that 
IMP they’re not likely to have a 
Macy’s or a Nordstrom in the 
neighborhood any time soon. 

But they’ll just have to get their 
fix elsewhere, thanks to San Fran¬ 
cisco Supervisor Mark Leno, who is 
running for re-election as a super¬ 
visor from the District 8, which in¬ 
cludes the Castro-Dolores Heights, 
as well as the Twin Peaks-Corona 
Heights, Duboce-Reverse Triangle, 
Noe Valley, Diamond Heights, and 
Glen Park neighborhoods. 

By a unanimous vote and with 
no opposition, the Board of Su¬ 
pervisors passed legislation Mon¬ 
day, August 7 that will make it a 
lot more difficult for big chain 
stores to set up shop in the Castro. 

“This is very important legisla¬ 
tion,” said Leno, who sponsored a 
similar bill pertaining to the 
North Beach area that was passed 
by the board last year. 

“It allows our local small busi¬ 
nesses to be able to compete with 
particular large concerns,” Leno 
said, himself a small business 
owner in the South of Market 
area. The legislation aims to “end 
the erosion of the area around 
Castro and 18th Street as a unique 
commercial district and the inter¬ 
national center of the lesbian, gay, 
bisexual, transgender communi¬ 
ty,” according to a statement is¬ 
sued by the supervisor’s office. 

The amendments to the city 
planning code won approval from 
the Planning Commission in May, 
and were supported by the Mer¬ 
chants of Upper Market and Cas¬ 
tro, an advocacy group of neigh¬ 
borhood business owners, as well

as Castro Area Planning and Ac¬ 
tion, the Eureka Valley Promotion 
Association, and the Duboce Tri¬ 
angle Neighborhood Association. 

“It goes a long way toward 
maintaining the unique small 


businesses in this neighborhood 
by limiting the amount of square 
feet and by discouraging large 
companies from moving in here,” 
said Patrick Batt, president of 
MUMC,-who testified in favor of 
the bill at a hearing of the board’s 
Transportation and Land Use 
Committee on July 25. 

“I want to help keep this neigh¬ 
borhood a unique, one-of-a-kind 
destination without equal around 
the world,” Batt said. 


The legislation would take ef¬ 
fect a month after it is signed by 
the mayor, which is expected, and 
would reduce the size limit of 
businesses needing a conditional 
use permit in the Castro Neigh¬ 
borhood Commercial District 
from 2,500 square feet to 2,000 
square feet; set the maximum size 
for new businesses at 4,000 square 
feet; reduce the period of time it 
takes for a vacated building to be 
considered “abandoned” from 
three years to 18 months, giving 
owners an incentive to rent their 
buildings more quickly so they 
don’t have to re-apply for a condi¬ 
tional use permit; and require 
oversized businesses categorized 
as “Retail Sales and Service, Other 
Retail” to get conditional use au¬ 
thorization when changing to any 
other classification within that 
category over 4,000 square feet. 

The latter provision will re¬ 
quire large chain stores wanting to 
move into large spaces recently va¬ 


cated by a neighborhood busi¬ 
nesses to re-apply for a condition¬ 
al use permit. The permit applica¬ 
tion process gives neighboring 
businesses and residents a chance 
to put in their two cents at a pub¬ 
lic hearing of the Planning Com¬ 
mission before permits are ap¬ 
proved and the deal goes through. 

“It goes a long way toward 
showing [Leno’s] interest in the 
well-being of District 8,” com¬ 
mented Batt. ▼

ALRP critical of HIV testing 

provision in proposed CARE

T he AIDS Legal Referral Panel 
on Tuesday denounced a 
provision requiring HIV test¬ 
ing of pregnant women and new¬ 
borns contained within the Ryan 
White CARE Act reauthorization 
that was passed by the U.S. House 
of Representatives on July 26. 

The language included in the 
House version of the CARE Act 
(HR 4807) adds an additional $20 
million to the $10 million current¬ 
ly contained in the CARE Act for 
states to establish programs to re¬ 
duce perinatal transmission of HIV. 

While the current CARE Act al¬ 
lows money to be spent for such 
programs as voluntary testing, 
counseling, and treatment, along 
with the implementation of 
mandatory testing programs, the 
new funding would be utilized to 
support mandatory HIV testing of 
newborns through financial incen¬ 
tives. Money would be set aside in 
gradually increasing proportions 
for states that have policies man¬ 
dating HIV testing of newborns. 

“While the AIDS Legal Referral 
Panel strongly supports the reau¬ 
thorization of the Ryan White 
CARE Act, which is absolutely

vital to the continuation of criti¬ 
cally needed HIV/AIDS services 
throughout the country, we can¬ 
not support this provision,” said 
Eileen Hansen, ALRP’s public pol¬ 
icy director. “Mandatory testing of 
any individual or population is 
unnecessary, inappropriate, and 
not in the best interest of serving 
the public’s health.” 

Hansen, an AIDS policy expert, 
is running for supervisor in Dis¬ 
trict 8, which includes the Castro. 

Hansen pointed out that the 


Senate version of the CARE Act 
reauthorization - which has also 
been approved - does not contain 
such language. 

“We are hopeful that the Sen¬ 
ate and House versions can be rec¬ 
onciled such that this language is 
struck from the final bill agreed 
on in conference committee,” 
Hansen added. 

She added that while the pro¬ 
posed CARE Act legislation “stops 
just short of mandating HIV test¬ 
ing of newborns and pregnant 
women, there is strong financial 
incentive for states to do so.” 

“This is unacceptable,” she 
added. 

Perinatal HIV transmission has 
been dramatically reduced in recent 
years, Hansen said, due in large part 
to the success of voluntary testing 
and counseling efforts, along with 
the availability of treatment to re¬ 
duce perinatal transmission. 

The House version of the 
CARE Act reauthorization legisla¬ 
tion was negotiated between Rep¬ 
resentative Tom Coburn (R-Okla- 
homa), a longtime mandatory 
testing advocate; Representatives 
Henry Waxman (D-California) 
and Jim Greenwood (R-Pennsyl- 
vania), and some Washington, 
D.C.-based HIV advocates. T

mm the centerpiece of HIV pre¬ 
vention planning in San Francis¬ 
co, and in light of controversial 
new estimates that HIV infections 
among gay men have increased at 
least 50 percent in the last three 
years, local health officials appear 
poised to finally embrace the real¬ 
ities of sex in the gay community, 
abandoning the time-worn mes¬ 
sage that gay men should use con¬ 
doms 100 percent of the time. 

Wednesday morning, the city 
released an “11 Point Action Plan” 
calling it an “opening salvo” of a 
still-undefined campaign to help 
curb the escalating rise in HIV in¬ 
fections, and refocus the city’s cur-

rent $16 million annual expendi¬ 
ture on HIV prevention programs. 

“Our conclusion is that these 
programs work, but they’re not 
working right now,” stated Health 
Director Mitch Katz. 

The centerpiece of the new 
plan embraces an idea long un¬ 
derstood by gay men in San Fran¬ 
cisco: that most HIV infections in 
the city occur when HIV-positive 
tops have unprotected anal sex 
with HIV-negative bottoms, re¬ 
ferred to as “barebacking.” 

“The model that was estab¬ 
lished in the early 1980s,” said 
Mayor Willie Brown, at the City 
Hall news conference, “needs to be 
renewed, reinvigorated, and 
rededicated.” 

“In fact, if we could prevent 
unprotected anal intercourse be¬ 
tween HIV-positive tops and HIV¬ 
negative bottoms, 95 percent of 
the epidemic would go away,” said 
Katz, adding that he was now 
adopting the “top” and “bottom” 
vernacular when discussing HIV 
prevention. 

The event was scheduled im¬ 
mediately before a hearing on the 


same subject called by Board of 
Supervisors president Tom Am- 
miano in the aftermath of leaks in 
late June around the new HIV in¬ 
fection estimates. At the hearing, 
Ammiano repeatedly asked Katz 
for an explanation for the higher 
incidence estimates, with Katz re¬ 
sponding that “the experts sit 
around in a room and talk and de¬ 
cide” what is most likely the case. 

In the face of two major factors 
- an increase in the estimated 
number of gay and bisexual men 
living in San Francisco and a slew 
of studies indicating an increase in 
unprotected anal intercourse - 
city health officials and colleagues 
at the University of California at 
San Francisco are now estimating 
that between 750 and 900 new 
HIV infections are likely occur¬ 
ring in the city this year, compared 
to 500 in 1997. ’ 

The higher number, 900, had 
been leaked to the media in June, 
leading to headlines around the 
world about the spike in unsafe 
sex among gay and bisexual men 
in San Francisco. On Wednesday, 
Katz repeated his perception that 


the subsequent criticism of the 
new estimate was directed at the 
unnamed leak, rather than at the 
lack of explanation of how DPH 
and UCSF had arrived at the 
number. 

Key among the figures released 
Wednesday was an estimate that 
since 1997, the size of the gay and 
bisexual male population in San 
Francisco has increased from 
43,100 to 52,000 today. These fig¬ 
ures were juxtaposed with an esti¬ 
mate that the rate of new HIV in¬ 
fections in San Francisco among 
men who have sex with men - the 
vast majority of cases here - has 
increased from 1.1 percent in 1997 
to a projected 1.7 percent in 2000. 
The latter estimate was derived 
from numerous “indicator” stud¬ 
ies and epidemiological data. 

The “11 Point Action Plan” ap¬ 
pears to take a step toward a 
model of prevention called “harm 
reduction,” and includes recom¬ 
mendations that could be direct¬ 
ed at DPH itself and at communi¬ 
ty organizations. A few of the 
points are more philosophical 
rather than action items, such as 


“Reality Check: it remains a fun¬ 
damental truth that it is better to 
remain HIV uninfected. If you are 
HIV-negative, stay that way!” The 
plan was reportedly presented on 
Tuesday to various community 
prevention organizations, and will 
be presented to the city HIV Pre¬ 
vention Planning Council today 
(Thursday, August 10). V

II Ji ary Cheney, the 31 -year-old lesbian 
Mjf| daughter of GOP vice presidential 
If It i candidate Dick Cheney, has not 
spoken with reporters since the spotlight was 
shown on her after her father was selected by 
Republican nominee George W. Bush. 

During the Republican National Con¬ 
vention in Philadelphia, Mary Cheney sat 
with her family. Every night, she was in the 
VIP box; last Monday she sat next to her fa¬ 
ther, the former defense secretary during the 
Persian Gulf War and the former Wyoming 
congressman who accumulated one of the 
most conservative voting records during his 
many years in the House of Representatives. 
Last Wednesday, when her dad made his ac¬ 
ceptance speech, Mary Cheney sat between 
her sister, Elizabeth, and her husband, al¬ 
most as if that would downplay her sexual 
orientation. The Republicans, you see, aren’t 
talking about Mary Cheney’s gayness, just 
like they stifled Representative Jim Kolbe’s 
sexual orientation when he addressed the 
convention on international trade. 

Last Thursday, after Bush gave his accep¬ 
tance speech and the candidates were on 
stage with their families, Mary Cheney was 
there, again near her sister, and without her 
longtime partner. 

Last Monday, the New York Times pub¬ 
lished a picture of Dick Cheney aboard a 
campaign train in the Midwest ... and 
there, across the aisle, was his daughter, 
Mary. On Tuesday, the Associated Press re¬ 
ported that Mary Cheney had become an 
unpaid special assistant to her father. It has 
been reported that father and daughter are 
extremely close; she’s now in his sphere of 
advisers and strategists. 

Why is this important and why do we 
want to hear from Mary Cheney? 

First, the Republican Party platform that 
was approved at the convention remains 
resolutely anti-gay. The Republicans are still 
against equal rights for gays, still against 
gays serving in the military, and still against 
gay marriage. We want to know how Mary 
Cheney feels about these important discon¬ 
nects between the GOP platform and the 
Republican ticket. How, for example, does 


her father really feel about gays? He’s worked 
with them, and has one as a daughter. How 
has this changed his opinion, or has it 
changed his opinion? Presumably, before he 
was named Bush’s running mate, Dick Ch¬ 
eney told the governor that he had a 
lesbian daughter. How does Bush 
feel about this? Will that fact 
cause him to be more forthcom- , 
ing in his views on gays? 

Second, Mary Cheney is no 
stranger to controversy or being in 
the media. For many years, she worked 
for Coors Brewing Company, a business 
with which gays have had a 
rocky relationship. It was her 
job to spread corporate good¬ 
will, often in the form of fi¬ 
nancial donations, to various gay organiza¬ 
tions across the country. Sometimes she 
succeeded, other times, like when the 
Human Rights Campaign forced the Col¬ 
orado chapter to return a $5,000 Coors do¬ 


nation, she did not. We have heard that 
Mary Cheney wasn’t happy with HRC after 
that incident, yet now we have HRC calling 
on the Reverend Jerry Falwell to apologize 
for calling Mary “errant” in his newsletter. 
We want to know what Mary Cheney thinks 
of that - being called “errant” and 
being publicly defended by an organi¬ 
zation that once shunned her efforts. 

Finally, we want to hear from Mary 
Cheney about what she believes, and 
whether she has any influence on her 
father’s thinking regarding gay rights, 
^ and by extension, the thinking of 
those in the Republican Party. 
The fact that she is now offi¬ 
cially an adviser means that 
Mary Cheney has moved be¬ 
yond merely being a vice presidential candi¬ 
date’s family member. It has thrust her into a 
more active role in the campaign, and the gay 
community deserves to hear from her.

Why Mary Cheney is news

f f Mary Cheney were Al Gore’s daughter 
f'' rather than Dick Cheney’s, her sexual 
* orientation would not be news. If she 
were planning on campaigning for her fa¬ 
ther Al, rather than her father Dick, she 
would be working for a Democrat, and a 
political party offering solid support for the 
dignity of gay Americans. There would be 
some mild interest in the first openly gay 
child of a candidate for president, but basi¬ 
cally the story would be a nonstarter. 

Mary Cheney is news, not because she’s 
gay, but because she is gay and the daughter of 
the Republican candidate for vice president. 
This is newsworthy because the Republican 
Party’s platform and the candidates for the 
two top offices have a history of hostility to¬ 
wards gay Americans. During the fight for 
equality for gay men and women in the mili¬ 
tary, Dick Cheney, both as defense secretary 
and later during congressional hearings, went 
on record as favoring an open ban on gays. It 
must be very difficult for a daughter to ac¬ 
knowledge that her father favored discrimi¬ 
nation towards her if she desired a career in 
the military. Family values, indeed. 

While George W. Bush has a far more ex¬ 
tensive record on gay rights than Dick Ch¬ 
eney, it’s doubtful his positions will make 
Mary any more comfortable. Bush is on 
record opposing workplace anti-discrimi¬ 
nation laws, supporting a ban on gay adop¬ 
tions, and saying he wouldn’t allow gays to 
serve openly in the military. In May, he 
killed the Texas hate crime law because it in¬ 
cluded sexual orientation. Late last year, he 
told a Washington Post reporter he would 
abolish the White House liaison post to the 
gay and lesbian community established by 
President Clinton. 

The current Republican platform de¬ 
clares “homosexuality is incompatible with 


military service,” and says “we do not believe 
sexual preference (‘sexual preference’ is used 
instead of sexual orientation to diminish the 
intrinsic nature of sexuality) should be 
given special legal protection or standing in 
law.” There is also repeated inclusion of lan¬ 
guage reflecting Republican opposition to 
“the gay lifestyle,” another expression the 
right wing uses as a tool to belittle a move¬ 
ment for equality. Mary Cheney would no 
doubt be far more comfortable with the lan¬ 
guage of the Democratic Party platform. In 
addition to rejecting all discrimination in 
the military, the Democrats call for 
the “full inclusion of gay and lesbian 
families in the life of the nation” 
with “an equitable alignment of 
benefits.” 

David Smith, a spokesman for 
the Human Rights Campaign, the 
nation’s largest gay advoca¬ 
cy group, has said the 
election of George W. 

Bush “would be devastat¬ 
ing to our issues and set us 
back for a long time.” Given the record of 
both her father and Bush, Mary Cheney will 
have a difficult time on the campaign trail 
resolving in her mind the issues of family 
loyalty and self-respect. Unless her presence 
in the campaign becomes a catalyst for 
tremendous reversals in the Bush-Cheney 
attitude toward gay people and gay issues, 
she runs the risk of being labeled a collabo¬ 
rator with the enemy. 

A couple of ominous signs have already 
appeared as to how the Bush-Cheney cam¬ 
paign will treat Mary. Time magazine wrote 
that while the campaign was happy to in¬ 
form reporters that Cheney daughter Eliza¬ 
beth was married with two children, in¬ 
quiries about Mary did not include mention 
of Mary’s partner, Heather, and their home 
outside of Denver. Rather, they were told the 
campaign wouldn’t discuss it. And on a re¬ 


cent Sunday ABC news program, when Cokie 
Roberts clumsily asked Lynne Cheney to talk 
about her gay daughter, saying, “you have a 
daughter who has now ‘declared’ that she is 
openly gay,” Ms. Cheney responded that “Mary 
has never declared such a thing.” She went on 
to say how appalled she was at the media in¬ 
terest in one of her daughters, and berated 
Roberts for bringing this up on the program. 

The embarrassment and shame projected 
during the Bush-Cheney campaign interview 
with Time and Lynne Cheney’s interview 
with Cokie Roberts do not bode well for 
those who are watching to see if the Bush- 
Cheney ticket moves beyond the anti-gay po¬ 
sitions and rhetoric both men have 
espoused in the past. For the Ch¬ 
eneys to send a message that they 
are ashamed of Mary, or that 
they regard their gay daughter as 
a second-class citizen, could 
spell disaster for the Bush- 
Cheney ticket. 

Mary Cheney is in an 
unenviable position. Her 
father is running for vice president. Her fa¬ 
ther’s record, as well as the record of his 
running mate, George W. Bush, shows a his¬ 
tory of disinterest or outright hostility to¬ 
ward issues concerning gay families, adop¬ 
tion, employment protection, and military 
service. Open disdain for gay Americans is 
still acceptable behavior in most parts of the 
country, with Trent Lott leading the way in 
the halls of Congress. Too many gay and 
lesbian teenagers are terrorized at school 
daily. Mary Cheney is put upon not only to 
consider family loyalty, but also what a 
Bush-Cheney victory would mean to her 
personally and to millions of other gay 
Americans. In the end, Mary will have to lis¬ 
ten to the most contentious voice of all, her 
own conscience. ▼

Prevention is not so simple 

I applaud your July 27 lead article on the “well- 
known secret” of barebacking within our community. 
The article addressed many of the complexities in¬ 
volved in the decision by men to have unprotected anal 
sex. While having anal sex without a condom (bare¬ 
backing) does not in itself always imply unsafe sex, the 
article helped illustrate what is well-known within the 
AIDS prevention community: that simply providing 
information about condom use, by itself, is not always 
sufficient to modify or maintain safe sexual behavior; 
and, that the commitment to safety is not always as 
simple as just “use a condom every time.” 

I would like to clarify one aspect of the story, 
namely the apparent lack of “harm reduction” mod¬ 
els offered in any publicly-funded program in San 
Francisco. When I was asked by Terry Beswick if I 
knew of such a program that was specifically designed 
as a harm reduction program of barebacking, I replied 
that I did not know of such a program. 

However, I should have made clear that the UCSF 
AIDS Health Project has, for the last several years, 
provided one on one supportive, non-judgmental 
counseling for those concerned with their own or 
their partners’ HIV risk behavior. While not specifi¬ 
cally created as a “barebacking harm reduction pro¬ 
gram,” our REACH program, staffed by professional 
mental health providers, works to address the needs of 
our clients based upon their chosen level of risk. 
Sometimes this involves discussions about bareback¬ 
ing, sometimes it does not. In either case, we offer the 
same level of informed and supportive service to men 
who are trying their best to protect themselves and 
others while enjoying the most satisfying sex life pos¬ 
sible. 

AHP’s REACH program is located at 1930 Market 
Street and provides free 12-week individual counsel¬ 
ing and peer support group. Anyone interested in our 
services can call (415) 476-3902 to set up a daytime 
or evening appointment.

Condoms are not the issue

Before you immediately dismiss what I 
say by branding me as some sort of neo¬ 
conservative sex nazi, let me say that I am 
no innocent to the sex circus, both here 
and in Manhattan. I’ve been there and 
done it all, including being a former sex 
worker - they were called hustlers back 
then. I am now a man living with AIDS here in San 
Francisco. I facilitate workshops on sexuality and spir¬ 
ituality and intimacy at the San Francisco AIDS Foun¬ 
dation.

Distressed at Drummer contest 

I attended the recent Mr. Northern California 
Drummer contest on the evening of July 29. As a re¬ 
sult of its outcome, I feel compelled to express my dis¬ 
tress at the apparent hypocrisy exhibited by the judges 
at that event. 

For those of you who didn’t follow this particular 
contest (or read Mr. Marcus’s column in this same 
publication), there were only two contestants for Mr. 
NoCal Drummer. One, Niq Shelbi, espoused freedom 
of choice in sexual behavior and had recently admit¬ 
ted in print that he participated in bareback sex. The 
other, Rod Wood, listed among his sexual interests - 
“breath control.” The latter entrant also performed for 
the fantasy portion of the event a scene in a church¬ 
like setting with chant-like music playing while a sup¬ 
plicant performed sex on a dominant (presumably 
priestly) character. 

It has been widely rumored that Mr. Shelbi was not 
selected primarily for his stated views concerning the 
politically incorrect position about condomless sex. If 
true, I find this result to be reprehensible for several 
reasons. First, the Drummer contest and title stands 
for, if anything at all, allowing the widest freedom of 
sexual choice and expression. Mr. Shelbi’s recently 
publicized position on bareback sex may be unsafe 
and unpopular but it should nevertheless be permit¬ 
ted as “marching to the beat of a different drummer.” 

Moreover, the eventual selection of Mr. Wood as 
the NoCal Mr. Drummer is problematic (and hypo¬ 
critical) for several reasons. First, Rod Wood spoke 
during the contest of the need for practicing “safe, 
sane, and consensual” sex and yet admittedly practices 
breath control, otherwise known as erotic asphyxia¬ 
tion. I have personally performed this type of sex act 
and found it to be highly dangerous, regardless of the 
precautions taken. Because of the risk, I no longer con¬ 
duct breath control for orgasmic purposes even on a 
willing and sober participant. However, the judges did 
not seem to have a problem with differentiating be¬ 
tween these “unsafe” sexual practices, both of which 
can lead to a person’s death, in making their selection. 

Secondly, I am of the opinion that Mr. Wood’s fan¬ 
tasy - the enactment of which is a requirement of the 
contest - was in very poor taste, if not reprehensible, 
and I am surprised and dismayed that it was allowed 
to be performed. (It is my understanding that the fan¬ 
tasies are screened and approved prior to the contest.) 
In its most basic form, such a fantasy does not repre¬ 
sent “consensual” sex between two willing partici¬ 
pants. And yet the judges of this event again appar¬ 
ently found that the expression of a sexual “fantasy” 
involving sex between a priest and a supplicant fit 
within their penumbra of acceptable sexual practices. 

All of us have a personal idea of what is acceptable 
behavior, sexual or otherwise. I don’t believe that I 
have the right to limit other consenting adults’ sexu¬ 
al interests and behavior in the name of political cor¬ 
rectness. I was apparently under the mistaken belief 
that the promoters and judges of the Mr. Drummer 
contest held to this same basic tenet. However, the PC 
monster once again reared its ugly head and the gay 
community cowered ... this time clothed in black 
leather. Pity.

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Death in the Castro 

Your July 27 story about the death of Curtis Oliv¬ 
er Jr., a client at the queer youth shelter currently 
housed at MCC-SF, was ripe with accusations of 
cover-up and co-conspiracies. You said you “acted on 
a tip” to learn of the death, but I was at the church ser¬ 
vice only three days after the death where the pastors 
announced the event to the entire congregation. And, 
since you have covered numerous events at MCC-SF, 
you should know that these services are open to the 
public. 

Where you see the fact that MCC paid to fly the 
boy’s mother to San Francisco to secretly pull life sup¬ 
port before anyone could find out, I see it as a com¬ 
passionate example of reuniting an impoverished 
mother with her estranged son on his deathbed. 

Where you see the “several hundred” dollars that 
MCC spent for his mortuary expenses as a way to dis¬ 
pose of incriminating evidence, I see it as a way to 
help this destitute woman see a dignified ending for 
her son before returning to her home halfway across 
the country. 

Where you see the hospital’s refusal to divulge pa¬ 
tient records to the media “without permission of the 
deceased man’s next of kin” as further conspiracy, I 
see it as the only ethical way to preserve the confiden¬ 
tiality of medical information. 

Where you see the refusal of the manager of a book 
store to talk about the death of his friend as proof that 
those running the temporary shelter had some sort of 
secrecy agreement, I see Tommi Mecca as a Castro ac¬ 
tivist who has no connection to the shelter. 

Where you see that the fact that the pastor of MCC 
could not quote exact medical terminology about the 
cause of death as further sandbagging, I see a reporter 
asking a non-medical person for medical opinions, 
and then ridiculing that person for giving a lay per¬ 
son’s description as cause of death. 

Where you see the fact that the medical examiner 
could not provide you the death records for a person 
for whom you did not even have the correct last name 
as a “computer mix-up,” I see a reporter pointing fin¬ 
gers for inadequately researching the facts of the story 
in the first place. 

Where you see the lack of an autopsy being tied to 
the evil nature of providing shelter for homeless youth 
(even though the Medical Examiner’s office did have 
samples of the blood and has already begun the 
process of having toxicological reports made), I see 
that these tests take six to eight weeks as a fact. It 
would be an error by the medical examiner to make a 
“best guess” about their outcome until the tests are 
complete. Yet the headline placed by the B.A.R. shouts 
conclusively that “Opiates” were involved in the death. 

The bottom line is this: The reporter, like many 
others in the Castro, is upset that this boy reached a 
medical crisis under the roof of a shelter, instead of in 
the middle of the street, as he “should have.” The boy 
died in Davies Medical center, instead of SF General, 
as he “should have.” The boy died in the presence of 
his biological mother, instead of in total isolation, as 
he “should have.” 

In the meantime, the larger problems of drug 
houses known to all, lack of medical and drug reha¬ 
bilitation for youth in danger, and the lack of support 
for queer youth facing an uncertain future on the 
streets of San Francisco go unanswered, and remain 
unimportant for the noisy queer folks who have been 
lucky enough to reach middle class over the past few 
decades in the Castro.

[Editor’s note: Reading between the lines is precisely 
what the B.A.R. has refused to do in covering the story 
of this young mans death. It was left to a mortuary 
worker to alert the Medical Examiner’s office of the ir¬ 
regularity. Curtis Oliver Jr.’s doctor at Davies hospital 
had scribbled “opiate-related” on a form and transferred 
his remains for eventual cremation, without properly 
reporting the death to authorities. 

According to the M.E., who continues to investigate 
the cause of death, the hospital had failed to report the 
fact that the death may have resulted from unnatural 
causes. This kind of lapse, more common among the in¬ 
terns and residents at teaching hospitals like UCSF/San 
Francisco General Hospital, is seen less with trained 
physicians who, certainly if they make a practice of it, 
could lose their license - not to mention create a lot of 
bad press for the health care business they work for. 

After over a week of increasingly persistent inquiries 
directed to two private organizations - a gay and lesbian 
nonprofit community church and a for-profit hospital - 
the B.A.R. had obtained the true name of a man who 
had collapsed in the church early last month and died in 
a hospital a few days later. 

Does anyone have a right to know when the body 
was cremated - before or after the mortuary notified the 
M.E. ? Is withholding such basic information as the ac¬ 
tual name of a recently deceased person the prerogative 
of the Metropolitan Community Church, or of the city 
and county of San Francisco? 

“Death with dignity” means a lot of things to differ¬ 
ent people. During his life, Oliver was an advocate as 
well as a client of city-contracted shelter programs for 


queer youth, and he spoke publicly of the need for a more 
comprehensive housing program at 2500 Market Street 
in the Castro neighborhood.] 

Scorched earth politics 

The controversy surrounding the Milk Club’s en¬ 
dorsement of straight white male candidates over gay 
and lesbian people of color has little to do with Com¬ 
munity College Board Trustee Lawrence Wong and 
Board of Education member Juanita Owens’s superi¬ 
or qualifications or even with the noble goal of elect¬ 
ing a diverse slate of queer candidates. Plain and sim¬ 
ple it is the Milk Club’s payback to Wong and Owens 
for their support of Mayor Brown over Tom Ammi- 
ano in the mayor’s race.

December, Tom Ammiano and the Milk Club have 
been practicing a scorched earth policy by attacking 
anyone who thought that he was not fit for the 
mayor’s office.

Instead of supporting Juanita 
Owens, a lesbian who has been a public advocate for 
our community since serving on the Police Commis¬ 
sion under former Mayor Dianne Feinstein, we are 
asked to support Matt Gonzales, a carpetbagger who 
seems more interested in seeking elected office than 
in coming up with a campaign plan. 

The community should be appalled at Tom Am¬ 
miano and the Milk Club. Just because he has never 
been able to forge a working relationship with his col¬ 
leagues, we should not have to support a slate of can¬ 
didates with dubious credentials. We should support 
candidates with proven records of accomplishments.

Gay Republicans sign 
on with Bush-Cheney

pparently choosing to over¬ 
look a very anti-gay Repub- 
> lican Party platform, the 
national association of Log Cabin 
Republicans has endorsed the 
presidential ticket of George W. 
Bush and Richard Cheney. 

Robert Stears, the chair of 
the 11,000-member national gay 
organization, told reporters that 
last week’s Republican convention 
in Philadelphia, which permitted 
Representative Jim Kolbe (R-Ari- 
zona), the House’s only openly gay 
Republican member to address 
the delegates - on the stirring 
issue of international trade - 
“was a clear sign to all of 
us that a new Republican 
Party is emerging.” Kolbe, 
however, made no men¬ 
tion of gay issues (nor 
did any of the other 
speakers during the 
four-day confab) and 
several mem¬ 
bers of Bush’s 
home state 
Texas delega¬ 
tion removed their cowboy hats 
and bowed their heads in prayer 
as a protest during Kolbe’s speech. 

This year, 18 delegates and al¬ 
ternates to the GOP convention 
were openly gay, however, Bush 
and Cheney did not meet with or 
speak to the gays, nor did they 
make any reference to the gays in 
attendance. Cheney’s 3l-year-old 
lesbian daughter, Mary, sat with

the family in the convention’s VIP 
section, but no reporters were al¬ 
lowed near her and she never 
spoke with the press during her 
stay in Philadelphia. 

The Republican platform that 
was overwhelmingly adopted last 
week calls for not allowing gays in 
the military, defines marriage 
strictly as that between a man and 
a woman, strongly opposes non¬ 
discrimination legislation for gays 
and lesbians, and praises the U.S. 
Supreme Court’s decision allow¬ 
ing the Boy Scouts to ban gay 
troop leaders. Despite this, the Log 
Cabin Republicans, has - I sup¬ 
pose predictably - fallen in line 
with the anti-gay Bush-Cheney 
ticket and by a 109-2 vote decided 
to “aggressively” support the party 
ticket. 

David Hansen, the chair of the 
California Log Cabin chapters 
(there are eight chapters 
statewide) told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter this week that he would 
personally “go along with the de¬ 
cision” of the national Log Cabin 
group and predicted that the Cal¬ 
ifornia chapters “will support the 
endorsement of the Bush-Cheney 
ticket completely.” Telephone calls 


to gay California delegates to last 
week’s convention Were unre¬ 
turned by press time. 

Gay and lesbian Democratic 
activists this week were quick to 
criticize the Log Cabinites for 
“placing their party politics ahead 
of gay rights” and for “ignoring 
the issue of gay rights and simply 
overlooking the anti-gay GOP 
platform.” Democratic gay ac¬ 
tivists pointed out that their party 
ticket of Vice President Al Gore 
and Connecticut U.S. Senator 
Joseph Lieberman both had 
long histories of supporting gay 
causes while Bush and Cheney 
were well known for their anti-gay 
views. 

The endorsement of the 
Log Cabin Republi¬ 
cans of the conserva¬ 
tive, anti-gay GOP 
ticket comes as no 
surprise to most, but 
the idea that they can 
quickly become apolo¬ 
gists for the ticket and 
now must ex¬ 
plain their 
party’s homo- 
phobic plat¬ 
form should be interesting as the 
campaign picks up. 

Just how welcome are gays and 
lesbians in the “compassionate” 
party of George W. Bush and 
Richard Cheney? Tolerated, but 
hardly welcome. Hell, Mary Ch¬ 
eney wouldn’t even meet Log 
Cabin members. 

And speaking of Mary Cheney, 
she was repeatedly picked up by 
television cameras sitting in the 
audience dutifully applauding her 
father and George W. Bush, but 
while the Bush family went beg¬ 
ging for interviews, practically 
chasing down the likes of Dan 
Rather,Tom Brokow.and Larry 
King, the Cheney family (partic¬ 
ularly Mary) was “off limits” to the 
national press. Mary Cheney, re¬ 
portedly a familiar figure in Den¬ 
ver’s Capitol Hill neighborhood, 
the hub of that city’s gay and les¬ 
bian community, lives in Conifer, 
a small town outside Denver, with 
her partner of five years, Heather 
Poe, and after working for six 
years as a marketing emissary to 
the gay community for Coors 
Brewing, left the company earlier 
this year to pursue an MBA at the 
University of Colorado. 

Other than observing her oc¬ 
casionally at gay/lesbian functions 
with Mary Cheney, little is known 
about her partner, Ms. Poe, and 
the Cheney family apparently likes 
it that way, as all requests for in¬ 
terviews were quickly denied. 
Friends say Mary Cheney has 
never been considered a gay ac¬ 
tivist, but has been known as an 
“out” lesbian since before she 
graduated from Colorado College 
in 1991; her father was the com¬ 
mencement speaker that year, and 
she is thought to be closer person¬ 
ally to her father than to her 
mother, Lynne. 

Mary Cheney’s personal poli¬ 
tics aren’t well known, but one 
close friend said last week that her 
values “are so close to her father’s 
that she would never step out 
against his party in public.” Ap¬ 
parently, Dick Cheney, who some 
say considers his daughter a 
“close, trusted adviser,” is willing 
to accept the fact that there are gay 
individuals, but, like George W. 
Bush, is unwilling to grant them 
rights on such issues as marriage, 
adoption, serving in the military, 


or protection against hate crimes. 

Possibly only a coincidence, 
but Mary Cheney’s partner was 
nowhere near Philadelphia last 
week though her sister, Elizabeth 
Cheney-Perry, was in the VIP 
section and later appeared with 
the Cheney and Bush families on 
stage with her husband and chil¬ 
dren. 

GOP convention buzz 

The Republicans had the 
hunky former child star, Rick 
Schroder of NYPD Blue, now the 
father of three, who describes 
himself as a “staunch Republican” 
who says he’s “not certain” about 
allowing gays in the military, but 
hastens to add that “I think we’re 
all God’s children, and there’s 
room for all of us in this party.” 
(Hey, the Log Cabinites should be 
happy to hear that!) 

And we musn’t forget George 
P. Bush, the 24-year-old hand¬ 
some nephew of Dubya, and son 
of Florida Governor Jeb Bush, 
who was knocking them dead 
with his flashy Colgate smile and 
who parlayed his Ricky Martin 
impression into big crowds and 
plenty of television time until he 
got carried away and foolishly 
compared his uncle, the Texas 
governor, to the farm workers 
union leader Cesar Chavez. 

Where was the Christian right 
during last week’s convention? 
They were there - celebrating 
their dream ticket of Bush and 
Cheney, but they were kept hid¬ 
den away in the convention back¬ 
ground - the “political” closet so 
to speak. Pat Robertson, Jerry 
Falwell, Phyllis Schlafly, all still 
very much in control of the na¬ 
tional Republican Party. In fact, 
Schlafly went on television to 
praise the GOP platform that 
“saves the party’s anti-abortion 
commitment,” while Robertson, 
barely able to control his glee at 
the Bush-Cheney ticket, promised 
that the Christian Coalition 
would “work tirelessly” to make 
sure, as Robertson put it, that “we 
elect a man who will put righteous 
judges on the Supreme Court of 
the United States.” 

But at least one Republican 
couldn’t let the confab go without 
an obnoxious comment. House 
Majority Leader Dick Armey, 
who once referred to openly gay 
Representative Barney Frank (D- 
Massachusetts) on the House 
floor as “Barney Fag,” seems to be 
a bit obsessed by the popular gay 
Democrat. Last week, Armey, 
being teased about his name at a 
GOP cocktail party in Philadel¬ 
phia, was overheard commenting: 
“Yes, I am Dick Armey; if there 
was a dick army, Barney Frank 
would want to join up.” I think 
Frank might be wondering what 
Armey’s fascination with him is all 
about. 

Former 49er superstar Steve 
Young kicked off what many see 
as a bright political future in the 
Republican Party (in Utah, or pos¬ 
sibly California, though the Bay 
Area, where he also has a home, is 
a Democratic stronghold) when 
he delivered the invocation at last 
Wednesday’s opening session. 

ABC’s celebrated anchor 
Diane Sawyer reportedly sent a 
huge basket of flowers to Mary 
Cheney’s hotel in hopes of land¬ 
ing an interview, but no dice. And 
while Mary reportedly gave up the 
name of her partner, the two

1 ftf hen George W. Bush fin- 
Vmm ished his acceptance 
W H speech, with its stirring 
proclamation, “I believe in toler¬ 
ance,” the first song to play was a 
Latin tune recently popularized by 
Ricky Martin. It was the perfect 
ending to the closet convention. 

Bush never spelled out who 
should be tolerated or what form 
that tolerance should take. It was¬ 
n’t meant for women or racial mi¬ 
norities, since Republicans had 
already openly embraced them 
and it would be odd for a 
modern politician to say 
he “tolerates” women 
and racial minorities. 

That leaves gays to be tol¬ 
erated. So gay Republicans 
welcomed yet anoth¬ 
er in a parade of sub¬ 
tle signs that the 
party wants them. 

Others were free to interpret Bush 
differently. 

“I believe in tolerance” is a long 
rhetorical distance from Pat 
Buchanan’s declaration of a “cul¬ 
ture war” at the same convention 
just eight years ago. But there is 
something peculiar and halting 
about this new brand of GOP tol¬ 
erance. It asks gays to come inside 
- but to sit still once there. 

Tolerance doesn’t hate gays. In 
fact, it loves them - in the closet. 
Despite all the hoo-ha from skep¬ 
tical gay organizations and ac¬ 
tivists, that is progress. 

Under Bush’s tolerance, gays 
will not likely be arrested in their 
homes because the anti-gay Texas 
sodomy law he supports is only a 
“symbolic gesture,” he says. The 
new tolerance preserves symbols 
of disapproval but is embarrassed 
to act on them. 

So gays can serve in the mili¬ 
tary as long as they keep quiet. 
George Bush and Dick Cheney 
“Don’t Ask” as long as you “Don’t 
Tell.” That’s the bargain the mili¬ 
tary struck with gays under Presi¬ 
dent Clinton. It has written the 
closet into American law. And it’s 
one old chestnut the new Repub¬ 


licans refuse to crack. 

The closet, often defended as a 
situs of “privacy,” is prized real es¬ 
tate for both moderate homo¬ 
phobes and ashamed gays. It is a 
space in which the former may de¬ 
clare he’s tolerant and the latter 
may pretend he isn’t despised. 

The closet is detested by true- 
believing gay-haters who would 
prefer to pursue and punish the 
homosexuals they find there. The 
military’s anti-gay witch-hunts are 
a model for this. It’s clear Bush is 
not a true-believing gay-hater. 

So Republican Congressman 
Jim Kolbe, the most respect¬ 
ed and respectable openly 
gay officeholder in the 
country, was allowed to 
speak to the delegates. It 
was much better than eight 
years ago, when no openly gay 
person spoke. It was 
better than four 
years ago, when a gay 
person whose homo¬ 
sexuality was known to his 
friends, but not to delegates, 
spoke. 

Kolbe’s address was purchased 
at the price that he could not ac¬ 
knowledge his homosexuality, or 
talk about gay issues, or even use 
the word “gay,” from the lectern. 
Tolerance could let an openly gay 
man speak under the illusion that 
he isn’t gay. He could be out and 
remain in the closet at the same 
time. 

So Mary Cheney, the openly 
gay daughter of the party’s vice 
presidential nominee, was allowed 
to sit with her parents in the con¬ 
vention hall. Gay activists, in an 
understandable but pathetic 
yearning for affirmation, scoured 
seating charts to determine 
whether Mary’s partner had been 
allowed to sit near her. She wasn’t 
there. That would have put Mary 
on a par with her sister, whose 
heterosexuality was shamelessly 
paraded before TV cameras in the 
form of her two children. Toler¬ 
ance isn’t ready for equality. 

Lynne Cheney, Mary’s mother, 
announced how proud she was of 
her “hard-working” and “decent” 
daughter. But then she denied her 


daughter had ever publicly ac¬ 
knowledged her homosexuality, 
an assertion so contrary to the 
public record it had the ring of 
pathological self-delusion. Toler¬ 
ance prefers not to admit publicly 
what everyone knows. If it can’t 
have the reality of the closet it will 
have the form. 

The national Republican plat¬ 
form states the new tolerance doc¬ 
trine perfectly: gays should have 
“no standing in law.” It’s not real¬ 
ly that gays should be persecuted; 
it’s that they shouldn’t be recog¬ 
nized at all. 

The Republican Party, the or¬ 
ganizational embodiment of con¬ 
servatism in this country, has 
learned a valuable lesson from its 
two consecutive defeats in presi¬ 
dential elections. Homosexuals 
are among us and they will not be 
eliminated by any means accept¬ 
able to the American people. The 
question now for conservatism is, 
what is to be done with them? 

One option is to pursue a reli¬ 
gious crusade against gays, inves¬ 
tigating them, kicking in their 
doors, praying for their souls 
when they speak, and calling them 
“errant,” as Jerry Falwell puts it. 
Another option is to welcome gays 
into the institutions of American 
life, like the military and marriage, 
connecting them with main¬ 
stream values. Bush hinted at the 
latter option when he said that his 
tolerance came from, not despite, 
his religious faith. 

Eschewing both of these options 
for now, the GOP has decided to 
rest on an unstable middle ground. 
Like the closet itself, it’s better than 
some conceivable alternatives, and 
it’s an undeniable improvement 
over where we have been, but it’s 
not a stopping place. ▼

ollowing the lead of Procter 
N & Gamble, a major advertiser 
that announced in June it 
would not advertise on the up¬ 
coming Paramount-syndicated 
Laura Schlessinger television 
show, nor continue with her Pre¬ 
miere Radio Networks-syndicated 
show, many other companies have 
followed suit. 

The latest big names to dis¬ 
tance themselves from Sch¬ 
lessinger s brand of pseudo- 
clinical defamation are 
Sears, Roebuck & Co. 
and EchoStar Commu¬ 
nications Corp. Sears’ 
statement reads: “Sears 
supports both diversity 
and culture throughout 
our customer base and 
within our own associ¬ 
ate networks. We will no longer ad¬ 
vertise on the Dr. Laura show as a 
result of recent comments.” 

Echostar’s release stated: “As an 
equal opportunity employer, 
EchoStar’s corporate culture does 
not reflect or support Dr. Laura’s 
views nor did we make a con¬ 
scious effort to ‘stand by’ as a 
sponsor of her show.” 

Some companies that no longer 
are advertising have not specifical¬ 
ly referenced the controversy 
around Schlessinger as their reason, 
but instead have said they would 
not be renewing contracts, others 
have given explicit reasons.

tous Wilson, 53, hopes to parlay 
his familiarity to people who 
know him - people he has helped 
and people he has worked with to 
solve some of the city’s most in¬ 
tractable problems - into a viable 
campaign. 


“I’ve been rehearsing,” he said, 
“for 22 years.” 

The candidate has been busy 
racking up endorsements, includ¬ 
ing San Francisco Sheriff Mike 
Hennessey, and a smattering of 
mayoral appointees, including 
Health Commission President 
Roma Guy, Office Citizen Com¬ 
plaints Director Mary Dunlap, 
and Fire Commissioner Pat Nor¬ 


man. 

“I think there are many fights 
to fight,” Wilson said. “There’s a 
time to network and build coali¬ 
tions. And sometimes you can 
make a difference by being in the 
supporting cast, and sometimes 
on center stage.” 

From a shared booth at the 
Dore Alley street fair on July 29, 
Wilson was busy gathering signa¬ 
tures for a city ballot initiative 
aiming to stop displacement of 
renters from the city, dubbed the 
“Daughter of Prop. M.” 

“The alternative that the 
mayor put out, which is in re¬ 
sponse to the will of the people, is 
shortsighted,” he stated, “because 
it only deals with the displacement 
in the Mission, and doesn’t deal 
with South of Market, and does 
not deal with the live-work scams. 

No puppets needed 

Also handing out small yellow 
leaflets noting his “22 years advo¬ 
cating, working, and renting in 
District 6,” Wilson acknowledged 
taking a pointed jab at Mayor 
Willie Brown’s anointed candi¬ 
date, who moved into the district 
the day before the deadline. 

The back of the flier touts a list 
of 30 organizations Wilson has 
worked with beginning in the 
mid-1970s, including many that 
he co-founded, such as the Gay 
Teachers Coalition, the San Fran¬ 
cisco Gay Democratic Club [now 
the Harvey Milk Gay, Lesbian, Bi¬ 
sexual and Transgender Democra¬ 
tic Club], Community United 
Against Violence, the Gay and Les¬ 
bian Speaker’s Bureau, the Gay 
Youth Advocacy Council, the Ten¬ 
derloin AIDS Network, ACT 
UP/Golden Gate [now Survive 
AIDS], Mobilization Against 
AIDS, and the first AIDS Memor¬ 
ial Candlelight March in 1983. 

“We need a leader with com¬ 
passion and experience, not a 
puppet,” reads the campaign liter-

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Crimes against gays 
and lesbians in South 
Africa’s apartheid era

S outh Africa’s apartheid-era 
doctors tried to “cure” ho¬ 
mosexuals with electric 
shocks, while chemical steriliza¬ 
tions and even sex-change opera¬ 
tions were reserved for “incurable 
cases.” 

It is not the first time that these 
accusations have been lodged 
against certain doctors and sur¬ 
geons who experimented in such 
a monstrous way on gay and les¬ 
bian conscripts during the 1970s 
and 1980s. However, this time the 
South African Medical Research 
Council, the Health and Human 
Rights Project, and the National 
Coalition for Gay and Lesbian 
Equality commissioned a study 
that details the inhumane treat¬ 
ments some homosexuals were 
forced to endure. 

In the report entitled: “The 
Aversion Project: Human Rights 
Abuses of Gays and Lesbians in the 
South African Defense Force by 
Health Workers During the 
Apartheid Era,” most accusations 
are aimed at Dr. Aubrey Levine, 
the former chief psychiatrist at the 
Voortrekkerhoogte military hospi¬ 
tal in Pretoria. In the mid 1990s, 
Levine emigrated to Canada where 
he now works at the University of 
Calgary as a forensics expert. 

Levine used “aversion therapy,” 
together with banned narco-drugs 


and electric shock treatment, in 
the psychiatric wards of military 
hospitals. In fact, according to the 
report that was partially published 
in the South African media, the 
experiments started the moment 
the new recruits arrived at the 
barracks. 

Those suspected of being gay 
and lesbian were separated and 
sent to psychiatric wards where 
Levine and his colleagues tried “to 
cute” them using narco-drugs and 
severe electric shocks. 

In the case of gay suspects, they 
were shown black and white pho¬ 
tos of men with erections and 
were then “treated” with severe 
electric shocks that would only 
stop when they were shown pic¬ 
tures of nude women and had a 
reaction. 

It is believed that during the 
1970s and 1980s around 50 sex- 
change operations were per¬ 
formed annually. The report 
claims that some patients died on 
the operating table while others 
committed suicide. 

After the apartheid military 
doctors stopped performing sex- 
change operations in 1989, an 
undisclosed number of patients 
were left practically mutilated. 
Some were left with both sex or¬ 
gans and, in most cases, without 
the option of hormone treatment 
that was extremely expensive and 
therefore out of bounds for most 
of the victims, the report stated. 


Levine and his colleagues have 
denied almost all the accusations 
leveled at them and are claiming 
that the patients “voluntarily” ac¬ 
cepted the “aversion therapy” 
treatment and sex-change opera¬ 
tions. However, the report also 
cites those who claim that they 
were threatened with “jail for life” 
if they did not consent to a sex- 
change operation. 

NCGLE, based in Johannes¬ 
burg, sharply condemned the 
monstrous treatment of gay and 
lesbian conscripts during the 
apartheid era and has called for an 
official investigation of the nu¬ 
merous crimes committed by mil¬ 
itary doctors in South Africa. 
NCGLE has also asked all the vic¬ 
tims of incomplete sex-change 
operations to call its office so that 
they can be helped with legal and 
medical advice. 

Most representatives of the 
present South African army com¬ 
mand have declined to comment 
on the crimes against humanity 
committed during the apartheid 
era - because military doctors 
were involved - or they are claim¬ 
ing that they were not aware of the 
procedures performed on homo¬ 
sexual recruits. 

However, an army spokesman 
told the South African media last 
week that, “The ministry is pre¬ 
pared to ‘favorably’ consider an 
investigation if there is formal re¬ 
quest.” ▼

ature. “We deserve a leader with 
independent vision that serves 
people, not a political machine.” 

Last summer, after Board of 
Supervisors President Tom Am- 
miano had declined to enter the 
mayor’s race in time to be on the 
ballot for the November general 
election, Wilson took it upon 
himself to set up “Ammiano for 
Mayor” booths at the Folsom and 
Castro street fairs, signing up po¬ 
tential donors and volunteers to 
recruit the openly gay supervisor 
for a write-in campaign. After 
Ammiano decided to go for it just 
three weeks prior to the election, 
Wilson was the volunteer manag¬ 
er for the supervisor’s base of op¬ 
erations at the former Josie’s 
Cabaret and Juice Joint in the Cas¬ 
tro. 

“People said it couldn’t be 
done,” he recalled of Ammiano’s 
second-place finish, putting him 
into the December 1999 runoff 
against the mayor. 

Wilson has no Web site yet, 
and he’s still using his listed home 
telephone number for campaign¬ 
ing, but he recently opened a 
storefront campaign office at 53 
Mason Street on the ground floor 
of the Ambassador Hotel, an SRO 
he leased and managed in the 
heart of the Tenderloin, where he 
helped to create a successful and 
now-widely duplicated “integrat¬ 
ed services” HIV/AIDS model for 
multi-diagnosed indigent adults. 
The Ambassador is now run by a 
nonprofit corporation. 

“It’s like a homecoming for me 
there,” he told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter.

The activist-cwm-supervisor 
hopes to ignite an Ammiano-like 
volunteer-run grassroots cam¬ 
paign, and plans a grand opening 
of his campaign headquarters the 
day after Labor Day, on Tuesday, 
September 6. 

Currently a member of the De¬ 
partment of Public Health’s Treat¬ 
ment on Demand Council, Wil¬ 
son sees the problem of substance 
abuse as connected to much of his 
other work. 

“When I talk about treatment 
on demand, I know it because I 
worked [at the Ambassador] for 
18 years. I’ve seen hundreds of 
people get their lives together be¬ 
cause help was available,” said 


Wilson, decrying the city’s current 
housing wait list that contains 
over 1,000 names. “And treatment 
on demand is especially com¬ 
pelling because speed and poppers 
are fueling the AIDS epidemic 
right now. One of the priorities of 
my campaign is to make people 
realize that it’s a smart investment 
to reduce crime and hospitaliza¬ 
tion and other problems. 

“The problems that we’re fac¬ 
ing today are not necessarily new,” 
he acknowledged, “The thing that 
is new and is intensifying is the 
displacement, it’s having a ripple 
effect. We’re taking longtime resi¬ 
dents that used to live in the Mis¬ 
sion and SOMA and these high 
tech people come in, displacing 
people all over ... the Planning 
Department is failing.” 

Wilson has a lot of creative 
ideas he wants to promote on the 
board. For example, he spoke 
about creating an “emergency 
eviction prevention fund,” a gay 
and lesbian historical museum, 
scheduling performance re¬ 
hearsals for seniors at Laguna 
Honda Hospital, a city mediation 
team to help troubled residents, 
open artists’ studios on the city’s 
piers, and supporting the late 
night entertainment industry in 
the South of Market. 

“I want a better world,” Wilson 
said. “My attitude and what drives 
my activism is that ‘we can do bet¬ 
ter.’ It doesn’t mean that we spend 
more money. But we can do 
things better, fine-tuning pro¬ 
grams and working with people 
on new ideas. The soul of San 
Francisco is at stake when we have 
a record number of homeless 
dying on the street in the midst of 
a booming economy.

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Another advisory group 
forming for Castro youth shelter

|| t’s been a year since the first 
|| public meetings were hastily 
H organized by Supervisors 
Mark Leno and Leslie Katz to an¬ 
nounce their draft proposal to 
open a queer youth shelter in the 
Castro at the site of the old City 
Athletic Club gym at 2500 Mar¬ 
ket at Castro street. 

A lot has changed since then. 

While the San Francisco Plan¬ 
ning Commission still must ap¬ 
prove a conditional use permit to 
open the facility later this month, 
city health officials are seeking 
nominees for an advisory group 
to “represent all residents of the 
Castro/Market neighborhood” 
and to “ensure high quality pro¬ 
gram implementation and on¬ 
going operation while minimiz¬ 
ing disruptions to neighbors’ ex¬ 
isting quality of life.” 

A multitude of soul-search¬ 
ing, angst-ridden meetings have 
taken place since neighbors of 
the facility were roiled by the su¬ 
pervisors’ surprise announce¬ 
ment, championed since then 
mainly by Leno. Chief among the 
concerns expressed was the inad¬ 
equate “process” city officials 
employed in respecting the 
neighbors’ right to know what 
was being planned and about the 
potential “magnet effect” the fa¬ 
cility would have for homeless 
people, crime, and drugs to the 


neighborhood. 

But the upshot of all the 
thousands of hours of research 
and meetings that neighbors, city 
officials, and activists have dedi¬ 
cated to debating and defining 
what would and would not be 
acceptable is that a year has gone 
by, and to date, the facility is still 
not open, and remodeling has 
not yet begun. 

Moreover, while a small six- 
bed shelter is operating without 
city funding or oversight at the 
Metropolitan Community 
Church-San Francisco on Eureka 
Street, no program currently ex¬ 
ists in the Castro comparable to 
the longer-term housing pro¬ 
gram envisioned for 2500 Market 
Street, replete with counseling 
and referral programs for the “at- 
risk” population of queer home¬ 
less youth. 

“I support 2500 Market Street 
being formed as a transitional 
housing facility,” commented 
Eileen Hansen, a Castro resident 
who is running for supervisor in 
District 8 against incumbent 
Leno. “While I have not been in¬ 
volved in it recently, I continue 
to believe that a better process 
can be developed that will be re¬ 
spectful of all the neighborhood 
concerns.” 

After no other bids were re¬ 
ceived by the San Francisco De¬ 
partment of Public Health, 
which is overseeing the project, a 
$600,000 contract was awarded 


by DPH to the Ark of R.efuge, the 
same nonprofit group that ran 
the temporary shelter programs 
for gay, lesbian, bisexual, trans¬ 
gender youth last year at the Eu¬ 
reka Valley Recreation Center, as 
well as the temporary shelter that 
operated earlier this year at the 
former Golden Gate Metropoli¬ 
tan Community Church in Noe 
Valley. 

An often vitriolic, self-ap¬ 
pointed neighborhood advisory 
group, which from the beginning 
had been bitterly divided on the 
concept of establishing any kind 


of a housing program for youth 
at the 2500 Market Street site, 
was never able to reach agree¬ 
ment on endorsing the project. 
In spite of that, the city projects 
that the facility will open late this 
fall. It will accommodate up to 
15 homeless youth between the 
ages of 18 and 24 for stays rang¬ 
ing from three to six months. 
The sticking point for the neigh¬ 
borhood group was the city’s re¬ 
fusal - for legal reasons - to give 
a new community oversight 
board the authority to shut the 
program down if, as some felt 


was the case with the former 
EVRC shelter on Collingwood 
Street, the oversight board felt 
that the facility was drawing 
more vagrancy, crime, and drugs 
to the neighborhood. 

“I wish that Supervisor Leno 
had used a different process,” 
Hansen told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter. “I feel like some of the 
neighbors were alienated by Su¬ 
pervisor Leno from the begin¬ 
ning because they felt like the 
project was a done deal before 
they had a chance to comment 
on it.” 

New advisory board 

Last week, however, DPH is¬ 
sued a news release announcing 
that they will be forming a seven- 
member group to serve as a liai¬ 
son between the neighborhood 
and the transitional housing fa¬ 
cility. Called the 2500 Market Ad¬ 
visory Committee, its members 
are to be appointed by Health Di¬ 
rector Dr. Mitch Katz. According 
to the release, positions are to be 
Filled as follows: three neighbor¬ 
hood members living within a 
three-block radius of the build¬ 
ing; two members with experi¬ 
ence as nonprofit health and 
human service providers (not af¬ 
filiated with the Ark of Refuge); 
one “young” person knowledge¬ 
able about the program’s target 
population; and one representa¬ 
tive of the Merchants of Upper

Please read this information before you start taking CRIXIVAN. Also, read the leaflet each time you 
renew your prescription, just in case anything has changed. Remember, this leaflet does not take the 
place of careful discussions with your doctor. You and your doctor should discuss CRIXIVAN when you 
start taking your medication and at regular checkups. You should remain under a doctor’s care when 
using CRIXIVAN and should not change or stop treatment without first talking with your doctor. 

What is C R IXIVAN? 

CRIXIVAN is an oral capsule used for the treatment of HIV (Human Immunodeficiency Virus). 
HIV is the virus that causes AIDS (acquired immune deficiency syndrome). CRIXIVAN is a type of HIV 
drug called a protease (PRO-tee-ase) inhibitor. 

How does CRIXIVA N work? 

CRIXIVAN is a protease inhibitor that fights HIV. CRIXIVAN can help reduce your chances of getting 
illnesses associated with HIV. CRIXIVAN can also help lower the amount of HIV in your body (called “viral 
load”) and raise your CD4 (T) cell count. CRIXIVAN may not have these effects in all patients. 

CRIXIVAN is usually prescribed with other anti-HIV drugs such as ZDV (also called AZT), 3TC, ddl, ddC, or 
d4T. CRIXIVAN works differently from these other anti-HIV drugs. Talk with your doctor about how you should 
take CRIXIVAN. 

CRIXIVAN has been studied in adults. The safety and effectiveness of CRIXIVAN in children and adolescents 
have not been established. 

How should I take CRIXIVAN? 

There are six important things you must do to help you benefit from CRIXIVAN: 

1 . Take CRIXIVAN capsules every day as prescribed by your doctor. Continue taking CRIXIVAN unless your 
doctor tells you to stop. Take the exact amount of CRIXIVAN that your doctor tells you to take, right from the very 
start. To help make sure you will benefit from CRIXIVAN, you must not skip doses or take “drug holidays”. 
If you don’t take CRIXIVAN as prescribed, the activity of CRIXIVAN may be reduced (due to resistance). 

2. Take CRIXIVAN capsules every 8 hours around the clock, every day. It may be easier 
to remember to take CRIXIVAN if you take it at the same time every day. If you have questions about 
when to take CRIXIVAN, your doctor or health care provider can help you decide what schedule 
works for you. 

3. If you miss a dose by more than 2 hours, wait and then take the next dose at the regularly 
scheduled time. However, if you miss a dose by less than 2 hours, take your missed dose immediately. 
Then take your next dose at the regularly scheduled time. Do not take more or less than your prescribed 
dose of CRIXIVAN at any one time. 

4. Take CRIXIVAN with water. You can also take CRIXIVAN with other beverages such as skim or non-fat milk, 
juice, coffee, or tea. 

5. Ideally, take each dose of CRIXIVAN without food but with water at least one hour before or two 
hours after a meal. Or you can take CRIXIVAN with a light meal. Examples of light meals include: 

dry toast with jelly, juice, and coffee (with skim or non-fat milk and sugar if you want) 
corn flakes with skim or non-fat milk and sugar 

Do not take CRIXIVAN at the same time as any meals that are high in calories, fat, and protein 
(for example — a bacon and egg breakfast). When taken at the same time as CRIXIVAN, these foods can 
interfere with CRIXIVAN being absorbed into your bloodstream and may lessen its effect. + 

6. It is critical that you drink at least six 8-ounce glasses of liquids (preferably water) throughout 
the day, every day. CRIXIVAN can cause kidney stones. Having enough fluids in your body should 
help reduce the chances of forming a kidney stone. Call your doctor or other health care provider if 
you develop kidney pains (middle to lower stomach or back pain) or blood in the urine. 

Does CRIXIVAN cure HIV or AIDS? 

CRIXIVAN is not a cure for HIV or AIDS. People taking CRIXIVAN may still develop infections or other conditions 
associated with HIV. Because of this, it is very important for you to remain under the care of a doctor. Although 
CRIXIVAN is not a cure for HIV or AIDS, CRIXIVAN can help reduce your chances of getting illnesses, including 
death, associated with HIV. CRIXIVAN may not have these effects in all patients. 

Does CRIXIV A N redu c e the ri sk of p a ssing HIV t o o th ers ? 

CRIXIVAN has not been shown to reduce the risk of passing HIV to others through sexual contact or blood 
contamination. 

Who should not take CRIXIVAN? 

Do not take CRIXIVAN if you have had a serious allergic reaction to CRIXIVAN or any of its components. 

What other medical problems or conditions should I discuss with mv doctor? 

Talk to your doctor if: 

■ You are pregnant or if you become pregnant while you are taking CRIXIVAN. We do not yet know how 
CRIXIVAN affects pregnant women or their developing babies. 

■ You are breast-feeding. You should stop breast-feeding if you are taking CRIXIVAN. 

Also talk to your doctor if you have: 

■ Problems with your liver, especially if you have mild or moderate liver disease caused by cirrhosis. 

■ Problems with your kidneys. 

■ Diabetes 

■ Hemophilia 

■ High cholesterol and you are taking cholesterol-lowering medicines called "statins”. 

Tell your doctor about any medicines you are taking or plan to take, including non-prescription medicines, 
herbal products including St. John’s wort (Hypericum perforatum), or dietary supplements. 


Can CRIXIVAN be taken with other medications?* * 

Drugs you should not take with CRIXIVAN: 

SELDANE® (terfenadine) HISMANAL® (astemizole) 

VERSED® (midazolam) HALCION® (triazolam) 

ORAP® (pimozide) Ergot medications (e.g., Wigraine® and Cafergot®) 

PROPULSID® (cisapride) 

Taking CRIXIVAN with the above medications could result in serious or life-threatening problems (such as 
irregular heartbeat or excessive sleepiness). 

In addition, you should not take CRIXIVAN with the following: Rifampin, known as RIFADIN®, RIFAMATE®, 
RIFATER®,or RIMACTANE®. 

Taking CRIXIVAN with St. John’s wort (Hypericumperforatum), an herbal product sold as a dietary supplement, 
or products containing St. John’s wort is not recommended. Taking St. John’s wort has been shown to decrease 
CRIXIVAN levels and may lead to decreased effectiveness of CRIXIVAN and other HIV-related drugs.

What are the possible si de effec ts of CRIXIVAN? 

Like all prescription drugs, CRIXIVAN can cause side effects. The following is not a complete list of 
side effects reported with CRIXIVAN when taken either alone or with other anti-HIV drugs. Do not rely on this 
leaflet alone for information about side effects. Your doctor can discuss with you a more complete list of side 
effects. 

Some patients treated with CRIXIVAN developed kidney stones. In some of these patients this led to 
more severe kidney problems, including kidney failure or inflammation of the kidneys. Drinking at 
least six 8-ounce glasses of liquid (preferably water) each day should help reduce the chances of 
forming a kidney stone. Call your doctor or other health care provider if you develop kidney pains (middle 
to lower stomach or back pain) or blood in the urine. 

.Some-patients treated with CRIXIVAN have had rapid breakdown of red blood cells (hemolytic anemia) which 
in some cases was severe or resulted in death. 

Some patients treated with CRIXIVAN have had liver problems including liver failure and death. Some patients 
had other illnesses or were taking other drugs. It is uncertain if CRIXIVAN caused these liver problems. 
Diabetes and high blood sugar (hyperglycemia) have occurred in patients taking protease inhibitors. In some 
of these patients, this led to ketoacidosis, a serious condition caused by poorly controlled blood sugar. Some 
patients had diabetes before starting protease inhibitors, others did not. Some patients required adjustments 
to their diabetes medication. Others needed new diabetes medication. 

In some patients with hemophilia, increased bleeding has been reported. 

Severe muscle pain and weakness have occurred in patiqpts taking protease inhibitors, including CRIXIVAN, 
together with some of the cholesterol-lowering medicines called “statins.” Call your doctor if you develop 
severe muscle pain or weakness. 

Changes in body fat have been seen in some patients taking protease inhibitors. These changes may include 
increased amount of fat in the upper back and neck (“buffalo hump”), breast, and around the trunk. Loss 
of fat from the legs and arms may also happen. The cause and long term health effects of these conditions 
are not known at this time. «» 

Clinical Studies 

Increases in bilirubin (one laboratory test of liver function) have been reported in approximately 10% of 
patients. Usually, this finding has not been associated with liver problems. However, on rare occasions, a 
person may develop yellowing of the skin and/or eyes. 

Side effects occurring in 2% or more of patients included: abdominal pain, fatigue or weakness, flank pain, 
feeling unwell, nausea, diarrhea, vomiting, acid regurgitation, loss of appetite, dry mouth, back pain, headache, 
trouble sleeping, dizziness, taste changes, rash, upper respiratory infection, dry skin, and sore throat. 
Swollen kidneys due to blocked urine flow occurred rarely. 

Marketing Experience 

Other side effects reported since CRIXIVAN has been marketed include: allergic 
reactions; severe skin reactions; yellowing of the skin and/or eyes; heart 
problems including heart attack; abdominal swelling; indigestion; inflammation 
of the kidneys; inflammation of the pancreas; joint pain; depression; itching; 
hives; change in skin color; hair loss; ingrown toenails with or without infection; 
crystals in the urine; painful urination; and numbness of the mouth. 

Tell your doctor promptly about these or any other unusual symptoms. 

If the condition persists or worsens, seek medical attention. 

How should I store CRIXIVAN capsules? 

■ Keep CRIXIVAN capsules in the bottle they came in and at room 
temperature (59°- 86°F). 

■ Keep CRIXIVAN capsules dry by leaving the small desiccant “pillow” 
in the bottle. Keep the bottle closed. 



This medication was prescribed for your particular condition. Do not use it for any other condition or give it to anybody else. Keep CRIXIVAN and all medicines out of the 
reach of children. If you suspect that more than the prescribed dose of this medicine has been taken, contact your local poison control center or emergency room immediately.

8 og Cabin Republicans en¬ 
dorsed George W. Bush for 
rnM president last Friday, August 
4. The move was not automatic, as 
the group had refused to support 
their national ticket in the past. 
But this year the endorsement 
vote was 109-2 as representatives 
of 45 local chapters met in 
Philadelphia following the Repub¬ 
lican National Convention. 

LCR chairman Robert Stears 
recounted how Bush had begun a 
dialogue with the gay community 
in April by meeting with a dozen 
gay Republicans in Austin, Texas, 
and appeared with them at a news 
conference following the meeting. 
There has been a series of sub¬ 
stantive discussions with cam¬ 
paign staff over the months that 
followed.

Openly gay Congressman Jim 
Kolbe (R-Arizona) was selected to 
speak at the convention, and Log 
Cabin activities were included 


among the regular convention 
events. Stears saw “a new Republi¬ 
can Party emerging” from the ho¬ 
mophobia that dominated the 
1992 convention in Houston. 

“Governor Bush has made it clear 
that he will select people for his ad¬ 
ministration on the basis of their 
merits alone, for their abilities and 
strengths, and not on the basis of their 
sexual orientation,” said Stears. 

“There was a lot of progress at 
the convention,” said Rich Tafel, 
executive director of LCR. “Every¬ 
one has been extremely upbeat 
about the way we were treated.” It 
appears that a rift between the 
Bush campaign and Log Cabin, 
specifically Tafel, has been healed, 
at least for now. 

Former Congressman Steve 
Gunderson was one of the dozen 
who met with Bush in Austin. He 
was favorably impressed with the 
governor but not ready to endorse 


him in April. “There have been a 
lot of conversations with staff 
since that time and they have all 
been in the right direction with 
the right message.” He now sup¬ 
ports Bush. 

Gunderson gave Bush credit 
for trying to change the party 
platform. “But you need to under¬ 
stand who is doing this [writing 
the platform], these are the purest 
of the pure of the pure” in terms 
of hard core ideologues. 

“Whatever Mary Cheney [the 
lesbian daughter of Bush’s run¬ 
ning mate, Dick Cheney] does or 
doesn’t say publicly speaks vol¬ 
umes,” Gunderson said. “I think 
that they [the campaign] make a 
mistake by not having her out 
front, using her. I think that she 
would be eloquent.” 

Gunderson said that Mary Ch¬ 
eney “breaks the stereotype pro¬ 
paganda” by. the far right of who 


gay people are and where they 
come from. It is not because of 
“bad parenting, we are by creation 
of God, period.” 

The demon of the 1992 Re¬ 
publican convention, Pat 
Buchanan, is now seeking the Re¬ 
form Party presidential nomina¬ 
tion. He spoke with professional 
homophobe Peter LaBarbera of 
the Lambda Report. “I think the 
Bush campaign and the Republi¬ 
can Party want to make peace 
with the [homosexual] Log Cabin 
[Republicans],” said Buchanan. 
“They want to have an entente 
with the Log Cabin club, I think 
that’s the future of the Bush Re¬ 
publicans.” LaBarbera lamented 
Buchanan’s words. 

The Human Rights Campaign 
and the Stonewall Democrats, 
both of whom support A1 Gore, 
professed amazement at the Log 
Cabin endorsement. ▼ 


Canadian gay stockbroker with AIDS 
retains civil rights attorney

t enowned civil rights attor¬ 
ney Julius Grey has been re¬ 
tained as defense counsel to 
G. DeWolf Shaw in the Na¬ 
tional Bank Financial and Nation¬ 
al Bank of Canada v. G. DeWolf 
Shaw case. 

On July 17, National Bank Fi¬ 
nancial and National Bank of 
Canada won a Safeguard Order 
against Shaw to “render inaccessi¬ 
ble to the public” Shaw’s New York 
State registered Web site 
(www.nationalbankfinancial.com), 
a site which Shaw has owned since 
last September. 

On June 30, the same day that Na¬ 
tional Bank Financial canceled Shaw’s 
private medical insurance, Shaw had 
activated www.nationalbankfinan- 
cial.com. He stated that the site would 
“announce on July 15” how Shaw in¬ 
tended to finance his AIDS medica¬ 
tion and future legal costs. 

Shaw, who has had asympto¬ 
matic AIDS since 1996, has medical 
expenses of over $40,000 per year. 
Shaw was terminated by National 
Bank Financial on January 6,1999 
and is currently seeking reinstate¬ 
ment with the company. Shaw’s legal 
costs to date exceed $200,000. 


Shaw’s other sites, www.civil- 
rightslegalfund.com and 

www.worldaidsnewsnet.com - reg¬ 
istered in the Province of Ontario - 
were also ordered to be heavily 
censored. On July 21, Shaw estab¬ 
lished another site, www.noncen- 
sored.com. Shaw does not own the 
domain names. Shaw said he is 
“delighted that Maitre Grey has 
agreed to represent me in this case. 
Maitre Grey’s career has been to¬ 
tally dedicated to protecting the 
constitutionally protected civil 
rights of Quebecers.” 

The stockbroker said “as the 
new technologies of our times - 
namely the Internet - are becom¬ 
ing so rapidly converged with our 
basic civil liberties, this case will 
determine what kind of freedom 
of expression on the Internet will 
exist for our children and grand¬ 
children and the extent to which 
the Canadian Chartered Banks 
can control that freedom of ex¬ 
pression in the future.” 

“I am fortunate to have had nu¬ 
merous attorneys in Canada and in 
the U.S. advise me on the process. I 
will need, however, to raise a sub¬ 
stantial amount of money to finance 
those expenses and to stay healthy. I 
cannot win if I am dead, dead broke 
or both,” Shaw said.

Shaw continued, “That is why 
I must win this case on Internet 
censorship. Until then, I will con¬ 
tinue to represent myself in my 
charges against National Bank Fi¬ 
nancial and First Marathon 
(U.S.A.) Inc. in Quebec and in the 


Commonwealth of Massachu¬ 
setts.” 

In 1997, Grey won a historic 
decision in the Supreme Court of 
Canada, in the Robert Libman- 
Equality Party v. the Attorney Gen¬ 
eral of Quebec case. It struck down 


parts of Quebec’s Referendum 
Law on the basis of violations of 
the freedom of expression provi¬ 
sions of both the Canadian Char¬ 
ter of Rights and Freedoms and 
the Quebec Charter of Human 
Rights and Freedoms. ▼

end of the fiscal year, Withering- 
ton predicted the organization 
will end the financial year com¬ 
fortably in the black. 

“The finances, right now, look 
pretty rosy,” Witherington told the 
Bay Area Reporter. “We’ve identi¬ 
fied all potential expenses for the 
rest of the fiscal year and collected 
all income.” 

Some outstanding bills will be 
paid between now ancfSeptember 
30, he added, including a $20,000 
bill to the Department of Public 
Works. Witherington explained 
that he hasn’t yet received other 
bills, such as those from the San 
Francisco Police Department, pri¬ 
vate security, and what he de¬ 
scribed as a “small” cleaning bill 
for the Federal Building. “It was 
left a little dirty, so they cleaned it 
up and billed us,” said Withering- 
ton. 

Witherington estimated that 


the Pride Committee will have a 
surplus of about $70,000 by the 
time all the bills are paid. Once the 
fiscal year ends, the committee’s 
books will be submitted to its au¬ 
ditor for a full accounting, the re¬ 
sults of which will be released in 
January. 

Board President Calvin Gip¬ 
son said that this year’s Pride 
events were the most successful 
ever. “We have had an outstand¬ 
ing year. The event was the 
smoothest it has ever been. We 
had the most diverse program, 
the most spectacular parade, the 
largest attendance, no arrests, and 
to cap it all, a financial result 
which allows us to give back a 
record amount to the communi¬ 
ty. This is ‘success’ in anyone’s lan¬ 
guage and our entire community 
can be proud of this achievement 
in the 30th anniversary of our pa¬ 
rade,” Gipson said.

critic of Hollywood for sex and 
violence in the fare it offers, in¬ 
cluding programming such as 
Jerry Springer. Last year he said 
that the popular television sitcom 
Friends should be moved to a late 
night time slot because of its raci¬ 
ness and sexual innuendo 

Lieberman joined with cultural 
conservative icon William Bennett 
in the late 1990s to begin present¬ 
ing the “Silver Sewer” awards to 
cultural polluters. He has been a 
leading advocate of censorship 
software for television and rating 
systems for music and video 
games. 

However, his latest financial 
disclosure forms indicate that he 
holds stock in Fox and CBS, two 
of the very companies he has crit¬ 
icized. 

“Conservative Christians will 
find themselves very happy with 
Lieberman’s views on the issues,” 
said Ken Sherrill, a professor of 
political science at Hunter Col¬ 
lege in New York, and a gay and 
Democratic activist. 

That was reflected in the 
warm embrace that conservative 
columnist George F. Will greeted 
the nomination. He called Gore’s 
decision “wise and tough-mind¬ 
ed.” 

Sherrill’s evaluation was the 
opposite. “We just don’t need a 
sex negative prig near the White 
House.” 

A first 

Comparisons are being made 
with John F. Kennedy, who was 
the first Catholic elected to na¬ 
tional office, and Lieberman’s se¬ 
lection as a Jew. But the compar¬ 
isons are not exact. 

While Kennedy practiced his 
faith in the most nominal sense, 
religion plays a very important 
role in Lieberman’s life. As an Or¬ 
thodox Jew, itself a minority of 


only 10 percent of practicing Jews 
in America (who constitute 2 
percent of the total population), 
Lieberman follows kosher dietary 
laws and does not work on the 
Sabbath, from sundown Friday to 
sundown Saturday. 

That led him to miss the state 
Democratic convention that 
nominated him for the Senate in 
1988. On those rare occasions 
when the Senate conducts busi¬ 
ness on Saturday, Lieberman has 
walked the five miles to and from 
his Georgetown home rather 
than ride in a car. Orthodoxy 
does have some flexibility when 
the life or well-being of another 
is at stake and it should not in¬ 
hibit his functioning as vice pres¬ 
ident. 

Reform Judaism has support¬ 
ed gays even to the point of com¬ 
mitment ceremonies but the Or¬ 
thodox branch of Judaism has 
lagged far behind. “Speaking as a 
liberal and as a Jew, I’m afraid 
that he would have sat shiva [to 
receive condolences from others] 
had dyke [Mary] Cheney been his 
daughter,” said Sherrill. 

“He voted for DOMA, he’s 
been bad on the military, he’s 
never been good on privacy, he is 
no civil libertarian, he is some¬ 
body who makes Gore look liber¬ 
al. He’s our Dick Cheney,” said 
Sherrill. “His record is as unsup- 
portive of gay rights as any 
Northeastern Democrat. It in 
many ways confirms my worst 
fears about Gore.” 

Sherrill attributes Lieberman’s 
high rating from the Human 
Rights Campaign to “the absence 
of any hard votes on our rights” 
over the last few years. A gay civil 
rights bill has been watered down 
to an employment-only strategy, 
and “in the interest of protecting 
the potential for a Democratic 
majority” even that has been for¬ 
saken for a focus on hate crimes 
legislation. 

“We let everyone off the hook 
by doing that,” he said. “Political¬ 


ly I think it is one of the dumbest 
strategies that we could follow.” 

Other voices 

San Francisco’s two gay Jewish 
supervisors, Mark Leno and 
Leslie Katz, praised Gore’s selec¬ 
tion of Lieberman. 

“As a Jew, I’m pleased to see 
history being made,” Leno told 
the Bay Area Reporter. “As a gay 
man, I’m glad to know Senator 
Lieberman is a lead sponsor on 
ENDA and a co-sponsor of the 
Hate Crimes Prevention Act.” 

Said Katz: “I’m very pleased by 
the selection. More than any¬ 
thing, I think it sends a message 
about Gore’s commitment to di¬ 
versity. It was a gutsy move, pick¬ 
ing someone who is Jewish.” 

Other gay groups have viewed 
Lieberman with favorable but 
tempered support. “Senator 
Lieberman is a solid choice to 
serve as A1 Gore’s running mate,” 
said Winnie Stachelberg, HRC’s 
political director. His voting his¬ 
tory “reflects a growing under¬ 
standing of our issues.” 

Lieberman’s understanding of 
the separation of the church and 
state has allowed him to support 
most of HRC’s legislative agenda, 
even while defending the reli¬ 
gious who have “sincerely held 
morally based views” opposed to 
homosexuality. 

“Senator Lieberman’s record is 
one that bears studying and 
watching,” said Elizabeth Toledo, 
executive director of the Nation¬ 
al Gay and Lesbian Task Force. 
“He has a generally good record 
on issues important to the LGBT 
community. At the same time, 
Lieberman, like Clinton and like 
Gore, has not always proven to be 
a friend of the progressive com¬ 
munity when we needed him.” 

“This is not a man who takes 
political chances to help the pow¬ 
erless and the dispossessed,” said 
Sherrill. “I fear that ultimately 
this is a choice that tells you who 
Gore is.” ▼

discussions is the true issue, and 
both sides called for a summary 
judgment last week since neither 
disagree about the basic facts of 
the case. 

Plaintiff Conant is a longtime 
Bay Area HIV/AIDS specialist. He 
is joined in his suit by Dr. Deba- 
sish Tripathy, an oncologist spe¬ 
cializing in breast cancer at the 
University of California at San 
Francisco Mount Zion Breast Care 
Center; Dr. Howard D. Maccabee, 


medical director of the Radiation 
Oncology Center in Walnut 
Creek; Dr. Stephen Follansbee, 
chief of staff at Davies Medical 
Center in San Francisco and med¬ 
ical director of the Institute for 
HIV Treatment and Research at 
Davies Hospital; Dr. Arnold Leff, 
a specialist in AIDS and geriatric 
medicine; and Dr. Neil Flynn, 
physician at the AIDS and Related 
Disorders Clinic at the University 
of California, Davis.

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Philly arrestees allege prison abuse

A n estimated 400 activists 
were arrested last week 
during demonstrations 
and direct actions surrounding 
the Republican National Conven¬ 
tion in Philadelphia. In an un¬ 
precedented move, a judge initial¬ 
ly set misdemeanor bail amounts 
as high as $1 million for activists 
he characterized as “ringleaders” 
of the protests. 

John Sellers of the Berkeley- 
based Ruckus Society, which runs 
“training camps” for activists, was 
slapped with $1 million bail and 
charged with disorderly conduct, 
conspiracy, and obstruction of 
justice. Police said they identified 
Sellers taking part in a protest 
during the convention. Philadel¬ 
phia Assistant District Attorney 
Cindy Martelli said that Sellers 
“facilitates the more radical ele¬ 
ments to accomplish their objec¬ 
tive of violence and mayhem.” 

On Monday, August 7, Sellers’s 
bail was reduced to $100,000. 

Paul Davis, Terrence 
McGuckin, and Kate Sorenson, all 
of ACT UP/Philadelphia, also 
were given excessively high bail 
amounts. Davis, who was released 
last Friday, was arrested while 
walking on the street talking on a 
cell phone; police have identified 
Nextel phones as a communica¬ 
tion tool popular with organizers. 

McGuckin, a Temple Universi¬ 
ty student, had his bail set at 
$500,000, which a judge refused 
to reduce. As of Tuesday, Soren¬ 
son was being held in quarantine 
with a $1 million bail; she is 
charged with 10 felony counts, in¬ 
cluding conspiracy, and “causing 
a catastrophe in connection with 
criminal mischief.” AIDS activists 
from other areas, including New 
York and Tennessee, were also 
among those arrested. 

According to Lawrence 
Krasner, a defense attorney 
representing several of the 
jailed activists, the high bails 
were “unconscionable, ridicu¬ 
lous ... and completely off the 
map from the norm. ... This is 
a desperate effort to systemati¬ 
cally punish these people with¬ 
out a trial, to lock them up, 
keep them off the streets.” 

Reports of total numbers ar¬ 
rested during the week of the 
GOP convention - known to or¬ 
ganizers as R2K - range from just 
under 300 (according to police) to 
nearly 500 (according to the R2K 
legal team). Many of the arrests 
took place on August 1, a day de¬ 
voted to protests against the crim¬ 
inal justice system, which included 
street blockades and lock-downs, 
in which activists locked them¬ 
selves together to make themselves 
more difficult to remove. Several 
altercations with police were re¬ 
ported, and one officer was said to 
have been seriously injured. 

Another 70 people were arrest¬ 
ed Tuesday when police raided a 
warehouse studio that activists 
were using to make puppets and 
banners; among those arrested 
and jailed was the studio’s owner, 
a member of the Radical Faeries. 
Police claimed to be concerned 
that dangerous items were being 
stored at the warehouse; after 
finding none, they allowed the 
building to reopen after confiscat¬ 
ing and disposing of the art and 
construction supplies. 

Many arrestees have com¬ 
plained of inhumane treatment 
and abuse following arrest and 
while in jail. According to several 
reports quoted in a variety of 
press and e-mail accounts, ac¬ 


tivists were held for many hours 
on unventilated buses, beaten, 
bound with excessively tight 
handcuffs, subjected to verbal 
abuse, placed in overcrowded 
cells, and denied adequate food 
and water. According to jailed 


eyewitness Davis, “I saw a man 
handcuffed to his cell door in a 
crucifixion position ... I heard 
women screaming and being 
dragged along the floor ... I saw 
a woman screaming in pain as a 
police officer said, ‘You want 
more? You want more?’ ... I saw 
several people hog-tied with 


plastic handcuffs.” 

Several of those arrested 
claimed that police prevented 
them from making phone calls 
or contacting the R2K legal 
team. There were also reports 
that people with HIV, epilepsy, 


asthma, diabetes, and psychi¬ 
atric conditions were denied 
regular access to their medica¬ 
tions. Representatives from the 
American Civil Liberties 
Union were allowed to observe 
conditions in the jail and were 
unable to substantiate any 
claims of violations. 


By last weekend, many ar¬ 
restees had been released on 
their own recognizance, but a 
large number of others were 
practicing “jail solidarity,” refus¬ 
ing to give their names or other¬ 
wise cooperate with authorities. 
On Monday, Common Pleas 
Court Judge Lisa Richette re¬ 
duced the bail for some protest¬ 
ers, but would not grant hear¬ 
ings to so-called Jane and John 
Does. “If they don’t give their 
names, they’ll have to sit in jail,” 
said Richette. As of Tuesday, es¬ 
timates of those still being held 
ranged from 150 to 300, many of 
whom were participating in a 
hunger strike. 

A number of the activist 
leaders who participated in the 
R2K protests were also in¬ 
volved with the World Trade 
Organization actions in Seattle 
last fall and the International 
Monetary Fund/World Bank 
protests in Washington, D.C., 
in April; some are also plan¬ 
ning to take part in actions 
surrounding the Democratic 
National Convention (D2K) 
this week in Los Angeles. Au¬ 


thorities allege that the organiz¬ 
ers have encouraged or partici¬ 
pated in violence and property 
damage. According to Philadel¬ 
phia Police Commissioner John 
Timoney, the activists are part 
of a “cadre of criminal conspir¬ 
ators who are about the busi¬ 
ness of planning conspiracies to 
go in and cause mayhem, prop¬ 
erty damage, and violence in 
major cities in America.” The 
activists maintain, however, that 
they are nonviolent and are ex¬ 
ercising their constitutional 
right to free expression. ▼

What a difference 
a D.A. makes

| t’s hard to imagine San Fran- 
cisco’s AIDS community doing 
anything but shaking its collec¬ 
tive head in disbelief this week as 
news of initial $1 million bail 
hearings for misdemeanor arrests 
at the four-day Republican con¬ 
vention reached us. 

Reports of lone AIDS activists 
being arrested while walking the 
streets of Philadelphia with noth¬ 
ing but a cell phone in hand or 
police sweeps of notorious 
denizens of criminal activity - in 
this case an art space where indi¬ 
viduals sat assembling papier- 
mache props for some colorful 
street theater action - lend cre¬ 
dence to activist claims that police 
specifically targeted the most visi¬ 
ble and historically vocal of ac¬ 
tivist groups. Certainly the 
Philadelphia Police Department 
has a history for which civil liber¬ 
tarians will not be giving any 
awards. Just as important, targeted 
groups like ACT UP/Philadelphia 
have a long history of nonviolence 
which would support activist 
claims that the Philadelphia police 
and District Attorney’s office sim¬ 
ply went after the most likely sus¬ 
pects absent the genuine article. 

Contrast this with San Francis¬ 
co’s own cheerless response in 
dealing with the violence done 
over a protracted period by indi¬ 
viduals using the name ACT 
UP/San Francisco. For over six 
years, the group’s trademark tac¬ 
tics have resulted in a long pattern 
of harassment, disruptions, tres¬ 
passing, stalking, significant pri¬ 
vate property damage, physical in¬ 
jury, intimidation, grotesque acts 
of battery including spitting and 
throwing cat feces, and potential 
First Amendment civil rights vio¬ 
lations upon persons with AIDS. 

Community United Against 
Violence has recorded over a 
dozen complaints of harassment 
and intimidation by members of 
ACT UP/SF dating back to 1997. 
Individuals tell us of reporting 
death threats left on their tele¬ 
phone answering machines to the 
San Francisco Police Department. 
AIDS Benefit Counselors has had 
to cancel community forums, as 
the agency is unable to afford the 


extra cost of security guards to 
protect forum participants. All 
this mayhem while ACT UP/SF 
continues to gross over $1.5 mil¬ 
lion each year selling pot without 
complying with the city’s business 
code. 

Most recently, after being re¬ 
fused admittance to an AIDS treat¬ 
ment forum sponsored by Survive 
AIDS (formerly ACT UP/Golden 
Gate) and Project Inform, ACT 
UP/SF struck again. A Project In¬ 
form employee was brutalized, at¬ 
tendees were spat upon and 
had projectiles hurled at 
them in another less 
than meaningful at- ( 
tempt to “get their 
message out.” Over 30 
restraining orders were 
privately obtained on be¬ 
half of employees of an 
AIDS service or¬ 
ganization with 
several dozen 
more currently 
under consideration after great 
time and expense by Project In¬ 
form and other groups. 

The take-home message from 
Philadelphia is simple: if the po¬ 
lice want to stop any group’s ac¬ 
tivities, legal or not, they can do it. 
There is no will to end our own 
long saga of illegal and damaging 
anti-PWA violence in San Francis¬ 
co, beginning with the District At¬ 
torney’s office and running all the 
way to the oddly-silent-for-once- 
in-his-life mayor. Certainly the 
mayor thought justice was done 
when his pie-tossing friends got 
six months in jail after they soiled 
his suit. Compare that to the re¬ 
peated refusal to file charges or 
dismissing all charges attitude 
when members of ACT UP/SF are 
at issue. This seems to have a lot 
more to do with who the victims 
of violence are than anything else. 
The price of the lives of people 
with AIDS always seems to be had 
at a bargain rate. 

Sadly, as news breaks indicat¬ 
ing an increase in the local HIV 
infection rate, ACT UP/SF an¬ 
nounces that it’s all a lie (and of 
course HIV does not cause AIDS 
anyhow), demands a public hear¬ 
ing, writes more distorted press 
releases, and generally sidetracks 
already pathetic HIV prevention 
measures. Many of us who have 
been asked to attend a City Hall 
hearing on HIV infection rates 


would like to go but fear for our 
safety after receiving death threats 
and death wishes. One city offi¬ 
cial, who compared ACT UP/SF to 
Nazi Brownshirts, quietly told us 
that perhaps the best thing is to let 
them commit felonies with hope¬ 
fully, lots of witnesses. But how 
will that have any effect when the 
D.A.’s office usually drops the 
charges or refuses to prosecute? 
Are we to stand around at City 
Hall hoping that they will bash or 
strike some PWA so that maybe 
the D.A. will catch it on video 
tape? Which PWAs should be 
allowed to be attacked, we 
wonder? 

The stress this vio¬ 
lent group has placed 
on PWAs working as 
volunteers at such places 
as Survive AIDS, Project 
Inform, the San 
Francisco AIDS 
Foundation, and 
AIDS Benefits 
Counselors is unforgivable. PWAs 
need a way to fight, a will to live, a 
way to help themselves and others 
- not to be harassed, threatened, 
and bashed by a group of drug¬ 
peddling gangsters, a mafia-like 
group, who when not issuing 
threats and attacking people, uses 
drug profits to pay lawyers to in¬ 
timidate any person or writer who 
dares to speak out. 

Finally, some might say that we 
are trying to have it both ways— 
condemning the overreaction by 
the law enforcement officials in 
Philadelphia while criticizing law 
enforcement officials here for not 
doing enough. They would be 
wrong. It’s more like this: when 
people with AIDS protest against 
Republicans, arrest them on 
felony charges and force $1 mil¬ 
lion bail. But when PWAs are 
being threatened and attacked, let 
the perpetrators go with a slap on 
the wrist, and let this go on for 
years. 

What we ask is that the SFPD, 
the district attorney, and the 
mayor’s office simply get off their 
collective ass and start doing their 
job - protecting the public from 
real harm. ▼

ACT UP/San Francisco court hearing 
finished, judge to issue decision

G ay drama took on a whole 
new meaning over the past 
few months, as the 
HIV/AIDS organization 
Project Inform fought its legal 
battle in San Francisco Superior 
Court to keep ACT UP/San Fran¬ 
cisco members away from its staff 
and public gatherings. The civil 
hearing against ACT UP/SF 
brimmed with controversy, and 
the testimony from Project In¬ 
form and ACT UP/SF witnesses 
differed so greatly that even 
episodes of Law and Order seemed 
tame and easy to predict by com¬ 
parison. 

But alas, like all good shows, 
the courtroom saga has now come 


to an end. Attorneys for both sides 
are expected to submit written 
closing arguments this week to 
summarize their clients’ positions, 
and a decision is expected within 
30 days as to whether Project In¬ 
form should receive permanent 
restraining orders against several 
ACT UP/SF members. 

The proceedings stemmed 
from the now-infamous April 17 
incident whereby ACT UP/SF 
members stormed a public forum 
hosted by Project Inform and Sur¬ 
vive AIDS about strategic treat¬ 
ment interruption. The group was 
upset that the organizations that 
once advocated total adherence to 
HIV medications were acknowl¬ 
edging the potential benefits of 
structured drug holidays. ACT 
UP/SF has long maintained that 


HIV treatment is murderous poi¬ 
son, and members on that fateful 
night allegedly threw hard pills, 
hit participants with cardboard 
signs, and shoved Project Informs 
Judy Leahy, causing her to suffer a 
knee injury. 

Both sides were less than con¬ 
vincing in court; Project Inform 
played the part of the defenseless 
victim while ACT UP/SF mem¬ 
bers described their tactics as 
“performance art,” and also reject¬ 
ed the idea that they threw any 
pills, although they did admit see¬ 
ing them fly through the air. 

At this point it is up to San 
Francisco Superior Court Judge 
Ina Levin Gyemant to decide 
between two very different ver¬ 
sions of what happened four 
months ago. T

SwimSF 2000 to raise funds for AIDS and breast cancer

t’s Tsunami time! 

The Bay Area’s lesbian/gay 
masters swimming team is 
holding its annual swim meet just 
down the Peninsula, so swim if 
you must. 

With traffic the way it is, you 
might have to. 

This year, Team Tsunami will 
direct proceeds from the upcom¬ 
ing SwimSF 2000 meet to Project 
Open Hand and the Breast Cancer 
Fund. More than 200 swimmers 
from across the country are ex¬ 
pected to attend the annual event. 

SwimSF 2000 will take place 
this Saturday, August 12, at the 
Burlingame Aquatic Center in 
Burlingame, California. In addi¬ 
tion to a 13-event swimming 
competition, SwimSF 2000 will 
include a registration reception, 
hosted dinners for visiting swim¬ 
mers, and a gala party. Haul out 
the designer Speedos. This event is 
all wet, in a good way. 

Swim SF 2000 is the latest of 
the Tsunami’s efforts to combine 
swimming with community-fo¬ 
cused fundraising. In 1998, in the 
wake of the Matthew Shepard 
murder, the team raised more 
than $15,000 in a swim-a-thon to 
benefit groups working to combat 
hate violence. Fees and sponsor¬ 
ships for last year’s inaugural 
SwimSF generated more than 
$4,000 for Project Open Hand. 

“We’re going to exceed $8,500 
in sponsorship contributions, to 
be divided between the Breast 


Cancer Fund and Project Open 
Hand,” said swimmer and Tsuna¬ 
mi member Tod Hill, a hardwork¬ 
ing organizer of the event. He’s 
been with Tsunami for over 10 
years, coached the team for seven 
of those years, and swam at Yale. 

“Community businesses were 
very supportive of our initial ef¬ 
fort last year, but this year we 
know we can do even better,” 
said Brian Fitzgibbons, 
co-director of the meet. 

“We’re very excited about 
adding support for the 
Breast Cancer Fund to this 
year’s event.” 

The Tsunami have secured 
sponsorship contribu¬ 
tions and donations 
from local businesses 
and individuals in¬ 
cluding Palm Inc., 
which is donating a 
Palm Pilot as a door prize, the law 
firm of Heller Ehrman, the Sports 
Basement, Uncle Bert’s Place, 
Zephyr Realty, Skyy Vodka, and 
Sweet Inspiration. 

Even if you’re not a swimmer, 
you can help out. “We invite all 
swimming fans to come out to 
SwimSF 2000 and be a volunteer 
timer,” said Fitzgibbons. Assis¬ 
tance is needed in many areas, but 
not in any shave-down events, ac¬ 
cording to organizers. 

April in Paris 

Tsunami members recently 
made quite a splash overseas at the 
International Gay 8i Lesbian 
Aquatics Championships in Paris, 
France in April. Nine of the 15 vis¬ 


iting team members won individ¬ 
ual or relay gold medals. 

“The biggest difference is a lot 
of Europeans come out of the 
woodwork,” said Hill, in compar¬ 
ing it to last year’s IGLA event in 
Atlanta. “There’s a very strong 
German group, including a guy 
who swam for the East German 
team. He kept beating me by five 
or six seconds, then going out to 
have a cigarette.” 

Top perfor¬ 
mances included an 
IGLA record-setting swim 
by Todd Oakes, who timed in 
at 53.8 for the 100 »eter 
freestyle. A triple gold medal 
sweep of relays by the 
team of Fitzgibbons, 
Hill, Peter 

McAweeney, and 
Wayne Rogers took 
home even more 
hardware in the 400-meter med¬ 
ley, 200-meter medley and 400- 
meter freestyle relay. 

The gold medal-winning per¬ 
formances by Casey Cheung, 
Rudy Guardon, Mark Harlow, and 
Stuart Towns also won accolades. 
Expect more swift swimming 
from this team and others this 
weekend. 

A festive tradition for several 
years, the Pink Flamingo Relay, the 
drag/swim event which IGLAns 
call “Esther Williams on steroids,” 
included the usual outrageously 
fab floating fun, with berets, tear¬ 
away pants, and a synchronized 
swimming routine to a jazzed up 
version of an Edith Piaf tune. 
Tsunami won third place in that

'Bosie'author Douglas Murray 
defends Lord Alfred Douglas 

by Mark Mardon 

A s popular imagination has it. Lord Alfred Douglas, aka 
Bosie, was a faggy, foppish British poet at the turn of the 
20th century who suffered — and largely brought upon 
himself — a disastrous and highly public fling with literary 
giant and big queen Oscar Wilde. Bosie came to regret having been 
a flaming homosexual at a time of harsh Victorian prudery and per¬ 
secution, and did a dramatic about-face after Wilde’s death, turning 
Catholic, marrying a woman and fathering a son, denying any un¬ 
wholesome dalliances with Wilde, and zealously denouncing and/or 
litigating against anyone associated with Wilde or Wildean vices. 

For this betrayal of his kind, other practicing homosexuals never 
forgave him. Though he enjoyed a modicum of fame during his life, 
he remained an odd duck in the literary world, a sonnet composer who 
never adapted his formalist style to the loosening poetics of the era. Bosie 
left but a minor literary legacy, his personal star forever attached to and 
outshone by Wilde’s supernova. 

To British biographer Douglas Murray, Lord Alfred has been pissed 
on too much by an ignorant public. The social/political upheaval 
surrounding Bosie’s life all but guaranteed that neither 
Bosie’s early, defiantly gay poetry nor his mature, Catholic 
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W hen I meet John Waters in his 
room at San Francisco’s Triton 
Hotel, I realize he is wearing 
makeup. It’s good makeup, a high 
quality foundation and his trademark black 
pencil mustache. I wonder if the 54-year-old 
Waters just came from a television interview 
or if he always turns himself out this way. 
Then I remember it’s John Waters we’re talk¬ 
ing about. Who cares if he wears makeup — 
on his penis, for that matter? 

Waters, on tour promoting Cecil B. De- 
Mented, his most recent film financed by 
Canal + of France, is just as I expected: 
charming, unflappable, funny, and exceed¬ 
ingly comfortable with himself and his 
place in the world. But just to test him, I try 
to throw him off with my opening question. 

Robert Julian: So John, did you ask 
Melanie Griffith'why she let someone 
inflate her lips to the point of being 
grotesque? 

John Waters: Certainly not, but I think 
she looks great in this film. She’s a good 
comedienne and a good sport. 


What do you do to maintain your own 
personal level of tackiness? 

I don’t think I have a personal level of 
tackiness, although I have nothing against 
that. I think I have a level of filth dignity at 
my age. 


Explain the concept of "filth dignity" 
for me. 

Filth dignity requires not thinking your 
own generation did it better, and you must 
have young fans — that’s the only 
crossover audience I’m interested in. Even¬ 
tually if you get older and you keep work¬ 
ing, your generation stops going out. So it’s 
very important to know what young peo¬ 
ple are doing. I have youth spies — I give 
them free drinks in bars. I still go out, you 
have to go out, or otherwise what’s your 
material going to be? A “filth elder” reflects 
a certain confidence I’ve acquired, not ma¬ 
turing or growing older, but handling your 
age with some kind of dignity. 


Do you ever feel like the Farrelly brothers 
( There's Something About Mary) have 
stolen your act? 

No, they haven’t stolen my act. It’s a 
much broader act, it’s a very different act. 
Maybe they never saw my movies. I like 
them, but nobody thinks someone shot a 
load in Cameron Diaz’s hair, they know Di¬ 
vine ate dog shit. 


How do you shock people anymore? 

I don’t try, that’s not why I make 
movies. I’m not worried about shocking 
people, I’m worried about making them 
laugh, that’s hard. Shocking is easy. I never

“That was my first glimpse into 
who he was, and I just found it 
fascinating,” Brown said. “I 
thought it would be interesting to 
write about a jazz singer who 
looks wistfully at the kind of life 
Strayhorn led as a gay black man 
who is out and accepted.” 

The result is I Didn’t Know 
Billy, a 30-minute performance 
piece that is part of the seventh 
annual AfroSolo Arts Festival. 
Brown’s monologue with music 
will be seen on August 24 and 27 
at Theatre Artaud on a bill with 
two other solo performances. 

The character that Brown por¬ 
trays is a mid-level, middle-aged 
jazz singer who feels he must keep 
his personal life in the closet in 
order to maintain his career. “I 
think that’s a dilemma many black 
artists have to face,” Brown said. 
“Their talent may be accepted by 
folks who don’t want to know 
anything about them personally.” 

Some of his character’s experi¬ 
ences are drawn from Brown’s 
own life, but more are based on 
experiences that he has seen other 
gay black artists go through. “You 
can become one-dimensional,” 
Brown said, “if you always have to 
hide part of yourself.” 

Brown feels he came of age at a 
good time, in the early ’90s, “when 
black gay men like Marlon Riggs, 
Porno Afro Homos, and Isaac 
Julien were putting out our sto¬ 
ries. They were great role models.” 

The North Carolina native dis¬ 
covered himself during a summer 
at UC Berkeley. “When I got here,” 
he said, “I just knew I needed to be 
in this kind of progressive politi¬ 
cal and social environment. After I 
moved here, I just blossomed in so 
many ways as an artist and a per¬ 
son.” 

While he eventually got a grad¬ 
uate degree in education at Stan¬ 
ford, music has been Brown’s first 
love. He has tried to do it without 
compromise.

B illy Strayhorn chose the 
shadows over the closet. The 
jazz composer and musician 
could have been a star, but instead 
he fed his talents into Duke Elling¬ 
ton’s career. In the shadow of the 
mighty Ellington, Strayhorn could 
be himself — and make love to 
whomever he wanted. 

San Francisco performer 
Cedric Brown didn’t know much 
about Strayhorn when he picked 
up Lush Life, David Hajdu’s re¬ 
vealing biography of the compos¬ 
er of such signature Ellington 
songs as “Take the A Train,” “Satin 
Doll,” and “Lush Life.”

“I had a soul band a couple of 
years ago called Cleo Blue,” he 
said, “and I might sing a song 
about a cute fellow who lived 
down the street. I didn’t compro¬ 
mise pronouns. But this wasn’t 
some kind of campy, 
weird gay group. It was 
just music.” 

Before that, he per¬ 
formed in a gay male a 
cappella group called 
From Top to Bottom, 
and most recently, he 
has been the vocalist for 
the 1150 Trio.

debut in June. That’s how AfroSo¬ 
lo artistic director Thomas Robert 
Simpson came across the piece. 

“I appreciate Thomas giving 
me this chance to air this in front 
of a presumably predominantly 


straight audience,” Brown said, 
“because I think there are things 
they are going to learn and have to 
think about.” 

You Don’t Know Billy is on a 
bill with Awele in The Black 
Women Did It, about 
the unsung women be¬ 
hind the Montgomery 
bus boycott, and Gaidi 
Nkruma in More Than I

black family.

Drag variations in 'Club Inferno'

T wo cheers for hypocrisy,” 
says the sociologist who 
came up with the govern¬ 
ment’s “Don’t Ask, Don’t Tell Pol¬ 
icy.” Gays in the military are like 
Peeping Toms, he explains. They 
don’t cause any real harm unless 
you know they are there. 

Charles Moskos fashioned 
“Don’t Ask, Don’t Tell” to help an 
ambushed President Clinton save 
face after his plans to open the 
military to gays and lesbians col¬ 
lapsed. The ramification of that 
ostensibly benign policy is the 
subject of Marc Wolf’s Another 
American: Asking and Telling. 

Moskos is one of 18 men and 
women Wolf depicts in this af¬ 
fecting one-man show, seen last 
year in New York and now at the 
New Conservatory Theatre Cen¬ 
ter. These 18 were culled from the 
nearly 200 whom the former soap 
opera actor interviewed over the 
course of three years. And while 
those 18 represent a cross section 
of opinions — and some of the 
arguments against gays in the 
military can give you pause — 
Another American is hardly a neu¬ 
tral document. 

By the time a mother haunt- 
ingly recounts confronting the 
unrecognizable body of her ser¬ 
viceman soon after his fellow 
Americans had bludgeoned him 
to death, there can be no doubt 
where Wolf’s sympathies lay. But 
even an unnerving story such as 


this can be balanced as another of 
Wolf’s subjects points out that an 
effective fighting force just can’t 
tolerate these kind of internal dis¬ 
tractions. Machismo is a delicate 
thing, it is convincingly ex¬ 
plained. 

Throughout the production, a 
tape recorder sits on the austere 
table that comprises the set, a re¬ 
minder that what we are hearing 
is the real thing. Wolf is remark¬ 
able in his ability to preserve the 
idiosyncrasies of actual speech, 
and to an uncanny extent, he is 
able to inhabit the emotional sub¬ 
text behind the talk. 

There is considerable humor 
amid the deadly serious issues 
that arise. “Most Marines won’t 
kiss,” says a gay Marine after he

If Dante is caught between two 
works, so is the show she inhabits. 
Club Inferno isn’t loose enough to

The Transmission Theatre is 
gone, and so is a good deal of that 
silliness. The new show is little 
more than an excuse for a series of 
rock songs that display composer 
Peter Fogel’s stylistic virtuosity.

Club Inferno is ever so loosely 
based on Dante’s Inferno. In this 
telling, Dante is a hard-rock diva 
who must work her way through 
the nine levels of Hell after an on¬ 
stage accident fells her in the mid¬ 
dle of a concert. Each of the levels 
is labeled for a sin, and populated 
with a celebrity appropriate to the 
transgression. 

Cleopatra is with the lustful, 
Cass Elliot with the gluttonous, 
Marie Antoinette with the avari¬ 
cious, Aimee Semple McPherson 
with the fraudulents, and so on. But 
can you tell me why poor Judy Gar¬ 
land gets stuck with the betrayers? 

Musical director Birdie Bob 
Watt plays Dante, but tethered by 
his keyboard duties, there isn’t 
much interesting interplay in 
Kelly Kittell’s book between his 
character and the big names she 
encounters on her journey 
through Hell. A bare-chested 
Fogel, the composer and lead gui¬ 
tarist, plays Dante’s guide through 
Hell, and while he cuts an appeal¬ 
ing figure in white tights and har¬ 
ness, neither his singing nor act¬ 
ing is particularly strong. 

It falls to the “guest stars” to 
provide the main sparks. Leigh 
Crow gets some Mama Cass 
sounds going in the first act, and 
then rocks out as Lucrezia Borgia 
in the second.

High flyers 

Wide-screen ' Trapeze'

T rapeze (1956), which plays 
the Wide, Wide Screen series 
at the Castro Theatre on 
Thursday, August 10, is redolent 
with the tawdry atmosphere of 
circus life. Filmed on location in a 
seedy section of Paris and set in 
the actual Cirque D’Hiver, the 
movie captures the shabby glitter 
of one of the lower forms of show 
business with haunting veracity. 

The opening scene is gripping, 
as we watch the stunningly buffed 
and handsome Mike Ribble (Burt 
Lancaster) attempting a “triple” 
flip on the trapeze. His timing is 
off by a second, and his partner 
cannot hold him. Ribble crashes 
to the ground. 

Much later, a brash and very 
pretty Tino Orsini (Tony Curtis) 
arrives in Paris from Brooklyn, 


searching for Ribble. Tino is a 
“flyer” and the son of a famous ac¬ 
robat. He wants Ribble to teach 
him how to do the triple and be¬ 
come his catcher. Ribble, perma¬ 
nently injured from his fall — he 
now walks with a cane — refuses. 
But the optimistic, self-involved 
Tino persists and eventually pre¬ 
vails. 

Tension builds when circus 
owner Boulogne (Thomas 
Gomez) insists that the volup¬ 
tuous Lola (Gina Lollobrigida) 
join Ribble and Orsini’s act. Rib¬ 
ble doesn’t want her, but she easi¬ 
ly manipulates the callow Tino, 
and he is soon infatuated with her. 
Ribble’s anger mounts as he real¬ 
izes his protege’s chances for 
doing a triple are being compro¬ 
mised. His fury grows even more 
as Lola’s role in the act increases. 
It’s only when Ribble’s old flame,

fi J| M hen Kiss Me Kate opened 
' | U on Broadway in 1948, 
m 9 critics and audiences 
went wild: Cole Porter was back 
after several dry years, with his 
best work ever. The gay composer 
and lyricist would have two more 
hit shows, Can Can and Silk Stock¬ 
ings, but Kate (now enjoying its 
first revival on the Great White 
Way) would be his masterpiece. 

MGM snapped up the rights, 
but didn’t film it until 1953, and 
did so in the new “Three-Dimen¬ 
sional” (3-D) format, the only 
musical to have that dubious dis¬ 
tinction. That version is playing 
the Castro Theatre August 11-24. 

With 3-D, Hollywood studios 
hoped to counter the damaging 
impact television was having on 
box office returns, and initially 
they succeeded. Audiences had to 
wear flimsy goggles, one lens 
green, the other red. The novelty 
drew viewers to theaters, for a 
while. But the effect of the new 
process seemed less realistic, 
rather than more, and interest 
quickly faded. Kiss Me Kate was a 
box office hit, and the gimmicky 
3-D technique doesn’t damage 
Porter’s brilliant score or Hermes 
Pan’s exceptional choreography. 
The studio, in typical fashion for 
the era, passed over the original 
Broadway leads — Alfred Drake, 
Patricia Morrison, and Lisa Kirk 
— in favor of Howard Keel, 


Kathryn Grayson, and Ann Miller. 

Dorothy Kingsley wrote the 
screenplay from the Samuel and 
Bela Spewack script about a di¬ 
vorced couple starring in a musi¬ 
cal version of Shakespeare’s Tam¬ 
ing of the Shrew. George Sidney 
(The Harvey Girls; Annie, Get Your 
Gun; Show Boat) was selected as 
director, and he keeps things mov¬ 
ing briskly. But his biggest contri¬ 
bution to the film may have been 
off-screen, because he rejected the 
studio’s first choice for the role of 
Fred Graham/Petruchio, Laurence 
Olivier, insisting on Keel. 

Sidney was right: the hand¬ 
some Keel’s rich baritone soars 
through the dazzling “So In Love,” 
“Wunderbar,” “I’ve Come to Wive 
it Wealthily in Padua,” “Where Is 
The Life That Late I Led,” and “We 
Open in Venice.” His singing is as 
good as Broadway legend Drake. 
Equally impressive, he handles 
Shakespeare’s text with ease and 
wit’— he understands the lines 
and tosses them out gracefully. 
The long-legged leading man also 
fills out his Renaissance tights 
beautifully (Walter Plunkett de¬ 
signed the rich costumes) and has 
the right swagger for Petruchio. 

Having successfully sung Irv¬ 
ing Berlin’s music in 1950’s Annie 
Get Your Gun and Jerome Kern’s 
music in 1951’s Show Boat, Keel 
here gives the performance of his 
career, and seems to be enjoying 
himself immensely. So does the 
audience. He would continue in 
musicals for a few years (includ-

ing Kismet (1955), once again re¬ 
placing Drake), but when their 
popularity crashed, he starred in 
non-singing roles through the 
1960s. 

Too darn hot 

Ann Miller grabbed the juicy 
role of Lois Lane/Bianca and knew 
exactly what to do with it. She 
does a dazzling “It’s Too Darn 
Hot,” a robust “Give Me Tom, 


Dick, or Harry,” and a rapid “Al¬ 
ways True To You Darling In My 
Fashion.” Partnered with the su¬ 
perb dancer Tommy Rail and in 
the ensembles with the young Bob 
Fosse and Bobby Van, her dancing 
is better than anything she ever 
did or would do again. Pan’s 
choreography challenges her, and 
she stretches herself with first-rate 
results. 

If Miller’s singing isn’t as subtle 


as Kirk’s original Bianca, it seems 
just right for the screen, and she, 
too, appears to be having fun. 
Within a few years, her film career 
would be over, but she later en¬ 
joyed enormous theatrical success, 
as one of former MGM player An¬ 
gela Lansbury’s replacements in 
Marne in the ’60s, and in the ’80s 
co-starring with another studio 
alumnus, Mickey Rooney, in

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Athens flesh parade 

'From the Edge of the Cit / at Lumiere

ollowing in the footsteps of 
- those overrated paeans to 
tefcnage male angst, Hate and 
Trainspotting (with a dash of My 
Own Private Idaho), Constantinos 
Giannaris’s From the Edge of the 
City is an anti-travelogue to a lit¬ 
tle-known (at least to us Western¬ 
ers) corner of Eastern European

chaos: the sad lives of Athens’ im¬ 
migrant rent boys. These boys — 
and a few girls — are double out¬ 
siders. They’re Pontoi (Russian 
immigrants of Greek descent 
from the Black Sea area), reviled 
by the locals but higher on the so¬ 
cial scale than the Albanians, one 
of the many targets of their ire. 
They’re also drug-swilling male 
whores and pimps, who, in the 
tribal manner common to 
teenagers everywhere, have re¬ 
placed their boring biological 
families with their friends, all of 
whom are in various states of 
physical and psychic disrepair. 

At the center of this grim 
group is Sasha (Stathis Pa- 
padopoulos), a hunky 17-year-old 
part-time construction worker 
and prostitute (since age 13) 
whose Greek-god looks and 
sculptured flesh — seen from 
every possible angle and every 
state of undress — should land 
him a prime spot in the next 
Abercrombie & Fitch campaign. 
Sasha’s surrounded by all kinds of 
horrors common to neo-realist 
netherworlds: a father who slaps 
him around, a mother who weeps, 
junkie pals, and whores with black 
eyes. One of his best friends is 


Giorgos (Dimitris Papadoulidis), 
an older pimp (maybe 20) who 
struts around in tight black T- 
shirts and thoughtfully lets Sasha 
have his prize whore, Natasha 
(Theodora Tzimou), so that he 
(Giorgos) can buy another, per¬ 
haps less bruised one. 

In addition to Sasha and Gior¬ 
gos, there’s a group of back-up 
boys and girls whose lives are 
briefly limned. The best of this 
ragged lot is the only real gay 
character, Panagioti, who at least 
sets the homophobic Sasha 
straight, so to speak, on the sub¬ 
ject of their evening occupation. 
Fearing, rightly, that Panagioti’s 
become so enamored of one of his 
patrons that he’s getting fucked, 
Sasha says, “You’re a rent boy, not 
a faggot who takes it up the ass.” 
The world-weary Panagioti sim¬ 
ply replies, “Get with it. What’s the 
difference?” 

Tribal culture 

From the Edge of the City pur¬ 
ports to be an insider view of a 
tribal urban culture, and there’s 
enough of the minutiae of these 
limited lives to credit it as such. 
But it’s impossible to care much 
for these self-absorbed brats. For 
some viewers, it will work best as a 
tantalizing male flesh parade, like 
all those Eastern European porn 
flicks without the sex. Sasha’s in¬ 
terest in boxing, for example, 
seems to come out of nowhere, 
simply an excuse to strip him 
down. A shower scene with Sasha 
and Giorgos is equally gratuitous, 
though one can hardly complain, 
except to say that what’s hinted at 
— a soapy rubdown ending in a 
hot fuck — never materializes. 

On the plus side, some of the 
dialogue has a gutter charm well 
suited to the subject. During one 
of Sasha and Natasha’s jaunts 
through town, their bile-spewing 
cabbie neatly summarizes the 
film’s world view: “You go to a 
whorehouse, and all you fuck is 
imported cunt. You want Greek 
pussy, you gotta mortgage your 
fucking house.” 

There are also some particular 
sequences that resonate nicely. 
One occurs when Sasha and a pal 
dance in a dark mini-amphithe¬ 
atre deserted except for the small,

bareback rider Maria (Katy Jura- 
do), points out that Lola is really 
in love with him that Ribble ar¬ 
rives at a plan to save the act and 
make Tino a star. Naturally, things 
don’t turn out the way he expect¬ 
ed. 

Poetry in motion 

Lancaster, a former profession¬ 
al acrobat, did his own stunts in the 
film, but his performance under 
Carol Reed’s unobtrusive direction 
is memorable for far more than 
that. He conveys the essence of an 
angry, disillusioned man who, very 
much against his will, is given a 
chance to dream again. Once com¬ 
mitted to that dream, his determi¬ 
nation to make it a reality is fright¬ 
ening in its intensity. He shows the 
poetry and beauty of a great athlete 
and takes the oxymoron out of 
“trapeze artist.” 

Curtis, perfectly cast, does the 
first really effective work of his ca¬ 
reer, surprising audiences and 
critics alike. He is brash, naive, 
hopeful, and sensitive. His Tino is

huddled-together group of 
friends. The understated moment 
says everything about the boys’ as¬ 
pirations without resorting to the 
endless visual trickery that afflicts 
much of the film. 

This trickery saturates the film, 
everything from zooms and zip 
pans to blackouts that chop a 
scene to bits. Most annoying is a 
methed-up camera that tears 
through the landscape so fast the 
background becomes a blur, ulti¬ 
mately exhausting the eye. In one 
scene that would warm the heart 
of Ed Wood, Panagioti is standing 
with a trick in the latter’s plush 
living room, looking at the beauti-

ful ocean view. Suddenly he disap¬ 
pears, literally popping off the 
screen. This kind of cartoonish 
touch makes it hard to take the 
film as seriously as it apparently 
wants. 

Director Giannaris, queer and 
a former hustler himself, started 
out to make a documentary, but 
eventually opted for a quasi-fic- 
tional feature. Quasi because 
many of the actors are amateurs 
(obviously), the locations real (a 
seedy section of Athens, mostly). 
One “real” touch he retained are 
the interview sequences between 
himself and Sasha that interrupt 
the herky-jerky plot. These scenes 
attempt to bring the reality of the 
boys’ lives into sharp focus, but 
Papadopoulos has a facial reper¬ 
toire confined to perhaps two ex¬ 
pressions, really two variants on 
wide-eyed surprise. Even when 
he’s being pummeled by Daddy or 
Giorgos, or when he’s dancing, 
boxing or fucking, he stares 
blankly ahead, his face unyielding 
as concrete. The director’s at¬ 
tempts to probe him with philo¬ 
sophical questions like, “Is it ever 
possible to love a whore?” and, 
“Do you ever leave a place, or do 
you always carry it with you?” elic¬ 
it reactions quite invisible, at least 
to this naked eye. T

almost as tightly coiled as Lan¬ 
caster’s Ribble — it’s only a matter 
of time before his dreams will 
come to an abrupt end. But until 
then, his hunger for success is 
touching and sweet. 

Lollobrigida, the first of the 
post-World War II European sex 
symbols to become an interna¬ 
tional star (Sofia Loren and 
Brigitte Bardot, among others, fol¬ 
lowed in her wake), looks sensa¬ 
tional and is convincing when 
angry or in a brief scene recount¬ 
ing her humiliating childhood 
working in a tenth-rate carnival 
act. Her motivation for doing 
whatever she must to become a 
headliner is understandable, but 
she also wants to be likable, which 
hampers the overall effectiveness 
of her performance and is the 
film’s only weak spot. 

The always reliable Jurado is 
excellent as the warm and wise 
Maria, making the viewer wonder 
why Ribble left her. Gomez, re¬ 
straining his scenery-chewing ten¬ 
dencies, superbly conveys an un¬ 
sentimental approach to business 
that puts profits ahead of people. 
John Ringling North, playing 
himself, appears in a few scenes. 


Reed, most famous for The 
Third Man (1949) and an Oscar 
winner for Oliver! (1968), is de¬ 
rided by writers like David Tom- 
son ( The Biographical Dictionary 
of Film ) for not having a unique 
perspective that shows in his 
work. Such criticism is pointless. 
In Trapeze, he offers a sober con¬ 
trast to risible Hollywood por¬ 
trayals of Big Top life like De 
Mille’s The Greatest Show on Earth 
(1952) or Henry Hathaway’s Cir¬ 
cus World (1964). He also subtly 
makes it clear that the real ro¬ 
mance in this movie is between 
Ribble and Tino. It may never be 
consummated physically, but 
what the two have found in each 
other is based on a lot more than 
flying through the air. The pic¬ 
ture’s ending complies with Hol¬ 
lywood conventions of the 1950s, 
but it’s obvious no one is going to 
live happily ever after. 

The film, produced by Lancast¬ 
er’s company, was a smash, despite 
poor reviews. The following year, 
he and Curtis reunited for The 
Sweet Smell of Success, a harrowing 
look at a Walter Winchell-like 
columnist and a sleazy press 
agent. ▼

'Getting To Know You' at the Roxie

\ pening at the Roxie this 
^ !-* week is a new film that is 
lli * both intoxicating and se¬ 
ductive in its ability to entertain 
us with fragments from almost 
unbearably sad lives. Getting To 
Know You begins with a haunting 
scene of a dancing couple seem¬ 
ingly so in love. The film quickly 
informs us that it’s all a lie, but 
that the truth, while brutal, is al¬ 
ways better, and more satisfying in 
the end than the most alluring 
movie fantasy. In a 95-minute 
roller coaster ride, we learn that 
the life you save is always your 
own, that life is a metaphor for 
boxing and not the other way 
around, and that while opposites 
may attract, only true soulmates 


endure. 

In this powerfully evocative 
coming of age film based on the 
short fiction of Joyce Carol Oates, 
three teenagers are confronted by 
their worst fears and their greatest 
hopes, all in the theatre-like set¬ 
ting of an upstate New York bus 
station. 

At the outset, all we know is 
that Judith and her older brother 
Wesley are returning from visiting 
their mother, a possibly perma¬ 
nent resident of a nearby psychi¬ 
atric hospital.

dith to the more uncertain fate of 
a teenage group home. 

Enter Jimmy, a sassy boy whose 
drug of choice is the overheard 
conversations that he drinks in at 
the bus station — conversations 
that are like brewer’s yeast to his 
imagination, allowing him to spin 
wonderfully improbably stories 
that keep him from facing his 
own. Jimmy, in a performance by 
newcomer Michael Weston that is 
both brash and intimate, spots Ju¬ 
dith as a perfect audience for his 
tall tales. It’s as if he knows with¬ 
out knowing that she has a sad 
story of her own that only his 
sometimes obnoxious coaxing 
will bring forth. 

In a very auspicious feature 
debut, Lisanne Skyler, a recent UC 
Berkeley graduate, collaborates 
with her sister Tristine (who’s also 
an actor in the film) to splice to¬ 
gether three stories and a poem, 
creating an Oatesian universe that 
exceeds the sum of its parts. 

The previous attempt to put 
Oates on film, the 1986 feature 
Smooth Talk (with a male screen¬ 
writer and a female director), de¬ 
spite a brilliantly visceral perfor¬ 
mance by Laura Dern, feels past¬ 
ed together, the shotgun marriage 
of two incompatible partners: the 
richly felt angst of Oates’ teenag¬ 
er, with her hopelessly trashy day¬ 
dreams, wedded to the pop shock 
of a Rod Serling. 

The Skyler sisters avoid the 
Twilight Zone version of Oates by 
carefully selecting a menage of

stories we can imagine and enjoy 
in bed together. The sisters Skyler 
steer clear of the trap of treating 
Oates as a sacred text. Their in¬ 
ventions — the character of 
Jimmy, the marvelous stage of the 
bus station — give us Oates at her 
darkest, while still opening a small 
rabbit-hole of redemption, from 
which some in this darkly humor¬ 
ous tale will emerge with their 
bodies, souls and dreams intact. 

The film features a slyly sexy 
youthful cast whose pitch-perfect 
chemistry is as good as anything 
on screen this year. Skyler avoids 


the blonde justice of making Ju¬ 
dith a Seventeen magazine teen. 
Heather Matarazzo ( Welcome To 
The Dollhouse ) invests Judith with 
a sweet vulnerability that allows 
her gesture of giving the pushy 
bag lady her leftover chips to walk 
along Getting to Know You’s vital if 
thin line of pathos and humor. 
Michael Weston as Jimmy is a rev¬ 
elation — he’s winsomely lovable, 
even when acting like a borderline 
jerk. Zach Braff has the hardest 
job of making the terminally 
nerdy Wesley believable when he 
finally takes a poke at Dad. T

The Talented Mr. Ripley 
Written and directed 
by Anthony Minghella (Miramax) 

1| Jf ou’ve read all of the press on 
|f The Talented Mr. Ripley. You 
ll know that the relentlessly lik¬ 
able Matt Damon is cast against 
type as a sociopath. But at the heart 
of Ripley, which was penned by les¬ 
bian novelist Patricia Highsmith 
(who also wrote the homoerotic 
Strangers on a Train ) lies an emo¬ 
tional core which will resonate with 
queer viewers. Unlike the earlier 
French film version (see below), 
Minghella’s is essentially a gay love 
story. Smitten with his role model, 
the self-absorbed but handsome 
and sophisticated Dickie Greenleaf 
(Jude Law), our penniless protago¬ 
nist Tom Ripley (Damon) observes 
his love god and learns from him. 
When his love expresses itself, ten¬ 
tatively, in a breathless bathtub 
scene, he is rebuked, at first gently, 
by his idol. But what homosexual 
cannot relate to that adolescent 
moment when a crush on a straight 
friend leads to a tortured, confused 
outburst that can only have a trag¬ 
ic outcome? 

Damon is heart-breakingly 
convincing in the role of the jilted, 
self-loathing lover of the unattain¬ 
able, golden demi-god. Not an easy 
film to watch, because it is unset¬ 
tling to find oneself rooting for the 
psychopath, Ripley speaks in pro¬ 
found truths. There are no heroes 
or villains; there is only a lost gen¬ 
eration of those whose love dared 
not speak its name, of which High¬ 
smith was herself a part. 

The entire cast is perfect, from 
Philip Seymour Hoffman as the 
creepy expatriate dilettante Freddy 
Miles, to Gwyneth Paltrow, who 
allows herself to remain mostly in 
the background as Madge, Dickie’s 
fiancee. Particularly wonderful is 
Cate Blanchett (Elizabeth) as 
Meredith, a gushing socialite 
whose character does not appear 
in the novel, and whose hopeless 
crush on Tom Ripley is as sad as is 
his own infatuation with Dickie. 

Purple Noon 
Written and directed 
by Rene Clement (Miramax) 

Not a new release on video, 
Purple Noon should nonetheless

be viewed as a double feature with 
Mr. Ripley by any devoted cineast. 
A much closer relative to the 
Highsmith novel than the 
Minghella film, the 1960 French 
version has the unspeakably beau¬ 
tiful 24-year old Alain Delon in his 
screen debut as the young Ameri¬ 
can abroad. A conniving oppor¬ 
tunist from the outset, this Ripley 
plots his way into affluence with a 
great deal of premeditation, and 
without a sign of remorse. Less 
“pretty” than the newer version, 
the sun-flooded Mediterranean 
settings have a harsh sort of dra¬ 
matic beauty, thanks to cine¬ 
matographer Henry Decae, which 
reflects the French title of the 
screenplay, Plein Soleil. 

The homosexual subtext is 
dropped from this version, and 
the idea of watching French peo¬ 
ple playing Americans takes some 
getting used to. (But why should 
it, if Hollywood expects the world 
to accept Burt Lancaster in The 
Leopard or Warren Beatty in The 
Roman Spring of Mrs. Stone as Ital¬ 
ians, for example?) 

The appeal of Purple Noon is 
less one of Minghella’s psycholog¬ 
ical drama, and more one of sen¬ 
sory stimulation. A violent wind 
whips the sails back and forth dur¬ 
ing a confrontation between the 
two leading men, alone at sea, and 
the thrashing of the canvas be¬ 
comes a percussive soundtrack. 
The murderer strolls through an 
Italian open-air market, where 
every fish for sale stares back at 
him with dead, accusing eyes. 
And the ending of Purple Noon is 
one of the great moments in 20th- 
century cinema. T

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Sacred spaces 

' Mandala: The Architecture of Enlightenment' at Berkeley Art Museum

he very idea of Buddhism is 
foreign to the Western 
mind. We are, after all, a 
greedy, self-absorbed, materialist 
culture, and live intensely dishar¬ 
monious lives. If only we were 
better looking or rich (preferably 
both), well then we might — just 
possibly — be happy. This West¬ 
ern model of the personality is of 
course completely at odds with 
Buddhist thought, which stresses 
self-mastery as a means to en¬ 
lightenment. One of the ways of 
getting there is through medita¬ 
tion and by contemplating sacred 
works of art. The Berkeley Art 
Museum’s stunning new show, 
Mandala: The Architecture of En¬ 
lightenment, presents over 40 of 
these paintings and ritual objects 
from Tibet, Nepal, Bhutan, India, 
Indonesia, China and Japan. Or¬ 
ganized in New York and co-cu- 
rated by Robert Thurman (Uma’s 
father) of Tibet House and Co¬ 
lumbia University, and Denise 
Patry Leidy of the Metropolitan 
Museum, it opens a window on 
this rare and very beautiful Bud¬ 
dhist sacred art. 

But what exactly is a mandala? 
They’re pictures, obviously, and 
have been compared to icons. But 
that’s hardly the whole story, be¬ 
cause mandala are much more 
complex and not just images — as 
icons are, of Christ, the Virgin or a 
saint — but a kind of visualization 
of the cosmos and of conscious¬ 
ness itself. They’ve even been 
likened to floor plans of the uni¬ 
verse, the word mandala itself 
meaning to mark off, and also cir¬ 
cle, essence, sacred center. 


The earliest mandalas weren’t 
even paintings, but spaces which 
were considered holy. The area 
around the Bodhi tree where Prince 
Siddhartha reached enlightenment 
and became the Buddha could be 
considered one. This idea evolved 
into the practice of placing rocks to 
mark the remains of a great teacher, 
and, in the Buddha’s case, making a 
monument or stupa to commem¬ 
orate this place. There are several 
examples of this kind of mandala 
here — an Indian Shakyamuni 
Buddha of stone (10th century) 
and a miniature brass stupa (chort- 
en) from Tibet (13th century), 
which is a vertical representation of 
the universe from lotus base to a 
drop of enlightened consciousness 
above the moon. Pagodas fall into 
this category, too. 

Palace dreams 

Buddhist monks also paint 
mandala in a wide variety of 
styles, with complex symbols 
which only the initiated can read. 
(Scorsese’s 1997 film on the early 
life of the current Dalai Lama, 
Kundun, opened with one made 
of sand.) Still, those who can’t de¬ 
cipher their meanings can easily 
appreciate their artistic beauty — 
their brilliant subtle colors, geo¬ 
metric shapes suggesting palace 
floor plans of a circle within a 
square court, as well as their spec¬ 
tacular representations of gods, 
demons, animals, plants and bud- 
dhas within multiple universes. 

The Tibetan ones are easily the 
most elaborate and esoteric, like 
the 14th-century Kalachakra Mind 
Mandala, or the late 20th-century 
13 Deity Yamataka Father Mandala 
constructed and painted by monks 
from the Tibetan community in

important. 

The show’s superb catalog is 
jam-packed with essential infor¬

exile, in Dharm- 
sala, India. The 
latter is a free¬ 
standing image of 
a painted palace 
with charming 
and terrifying im¬ 
ages of the Bud¬ 
dhist pantheon. 
The Green Tara 
Threadcross Man¬ 
sion Mandala, also 
20th-century and 
from Dharmsala, 
is all of colored 
cotton thread and 
wood. It’s a stun¬ 
ning example of 
the Buddhist con¬ 
cept of the inter¬ 
dependency or in¬ 
terrelatedness of 
all things, and a 
far cry from the 
Western idea of 
the alienated indi¬ 
vidual out there 
on his own, with 
no one to turn to.

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Jackie through the looking glass 

James Spada on his new picture bio of Jacqueline Kennedy Onassis

fter penning 15 books 

- about such icons as Barbra 
Streisand, Katharine Hep¬ 
burn and Bette Davis, it was only 
logical for openly-gay celebrity bi¬ 
ographer James Spada to pick as 
his next subject one of the most 
famous women the world has ever 
known, Jacqueline Kennedy 
Onassis. 

“I had admired Jackie since I 
was a child,” says Spada. “I was 11 
years old when her husband was 
inaugurated President. She was 
the first First Lady I was ever 
aware of. She was just so glam¬ 
orous and beautiful, and such a 
great pictorial subject.” 

Spada’s new book, Jackie: Her 
Life in Pictures (St. Martin’s), was 
released this month to coincide 
with the sixth anniversary of her 
1994 death. As Spada’s fourth cof¬ 
fee table biography (his other Life 
In Pictures subjects were Hepburn, 
Marilyn Monroe and Jane Fonda), 
the book features 251 black and 
white photographs of Jackie, 
many of which had never been 
published. 

Besides his pictorial biogra¬ 
phies, which feature photographs 
accented by Spada’s chapter intro¬ 
ductions and lengthy captions, the 
author has also written more in- 
depth investigative biographies of 
Streisand, Davis, Shirley MacLaine 
and Warren Beatty, Judy Garland 
and Liza Minnelli, Peter Lawford, 
Robert Redford, Princess Grace of 
Monaco and Bette Midler. He 
ruled out writing a full-scale biog¬ 
raphy of Jackie, reasoning that he 
wouldn’t have much to add to 
what had already been written. 

“Where I thought I could add 
something new was to find these 
unpublished photographs and 
present these new images to the 
public, rather than new informa¬ 
tion, which I didn’t think there was 
much out there to find,” he says. 

Spada says it cost him around 
$20,000 of the advance he received 


from his publisher to purchase the 
rights to the book’s photos. 

“I found many of the photos at 
the JFK Presidential Library, and 
they only charge about $20 per 
photo to reproduce them,” he says. 
“But when you deal with the 
photo agencies in New York, it can 
range anywhere from $50 to $300 
per photo. That’s oae of the rea¬ 
sons, quite frankly, that a lot of the 
picture books that have come out 
haven’t had that many interesting 
or new pictures, because a lot of 
people are not willing to spend 
that kind of money.” 

Dark photo 

Interestingly, only one of the 
book’s photos was taken in Dallas 
on that dark day in 1963 — a shot 
of the Kennedys and Connallys 


riding in the presidential limou¬ 
sine before it reached Dealey Plaza. 

“I considered running the pic¬ 
ture of them when he’s hit and the 
picture of her on the back of the 
car, but I thought it was just too 
depressing,” he says. “I think 
there’s six pages on the assassina¬ 
tion and the funeral, so I thought 
that was probably enough.” 

The author plans to send a 
copy of the book to Jackie’s 
daughter, Caroline. 

“I think she’ll like it,” he says. 
“Liz Smith said in her column that 
she thought Jackie would approve 
of the book. It’s definitely a trib¬ 
ute to her.” 

A photographer himself, Spada 
also plans to self-publish a collec¬ 
tion of his own photographs of 
male nudes later this year. Now 50, 


Spada says he has always been 
open about his sexuality. 

“I guess I came out in a pretty 
big way in 1979 when I did a book 
called The Spada Report, which 
was a national gay survey of atti¬ 
tudes and sexual practices,” he 
says. 

A native of Staten Island, New 
York, Spada lived for 20 years in 
Los Angeles before moving in 
1996 to the Boston area. The man 
he dedicated the Jackie book to 
(“For Terry Brown, who brought 
contentment back into my life”) is 
his partner of two years. 

The person Spada has written 
about most is Barbra Streisand, 
who has been the subject of three 
of his books. His very first book, 
which he wrote when he was just 
23, was the first major Streisand 


biography on the market. 

Streisand liked his first book so 
much that she actually authorized 
his second one on her. 

“I didn’t get to interview her, 
but I did get to interview people 
around her, like Vincente Minnel¬ 
li and Phil Ramone, directors and 
people she had worked with,” he 
remembers. “She didn’t ask for any 
control, which was interesting, but 
I did send her a couple of chapters, 
and she marked them up.” 

When the book came out, 
however, Streisand was upset that 
Spada had used some baby pic¬ 
tures that he had taken off the TV 
screen when her mother appeared 
on a local talk show in LA. She 
threatened to sue, and Spada was 
forced to remove the photos be¬ 


fore the book’s second printing. 

Thirteen years later, when he 
decided to write yet another book 
on Streisand — Barbra: The First 
Decade — he was shocked when 
she again agreed to cooperate. She 
changed her mind, however, going 
back and forth a number of times 
before finally backing out. 

“You know, Barbra can be so 
maddening, because she just 
hemmed and hawed and dragged 
her feet for so long,” he says. “But 
the book is very objective in the 
sense that I used some material 
that I might have taken out if I 
were doing the book as a valen¬ 
tine. I don’t think she was pleased, 
although I think the book was, in 
general, favorable. Barbra has a 
tendency, if the book is 800 pages 
and there’s nothing but flattery 


except for one criticism, to fixate 
on the one criticism.” 

When Spada wrote More Than 
A Woman: A Biography of Bette 
Davis, his subject was already 
dead, but he did once have an in¬ 
teresting telephone conversation 
with the legendary actress. After 
writing her to request an inter¬ 
view for his Peter Lawford bio 
(which, incidentally, exposed Law- 
ford’s bisexual love life), Spada 
was shocked to receive a call from 
Davis herself. 

“She said, ‘I never talk about 
anybody I work with,’-” Spada re¬ 
members, doing a perfect imper¬ 
sonation of Davis. “I couldn’t 
change her mind, but I thought it 
was so neat that she bothered to 
call me up and turn me down in 
person.” ▼

Capturing Jackie

Jackie: Her Life in Pictures by James Spada; St. Martin's Press, 
$29.95 

a f this handsome coffee-table book’s 251 images chronicling 
every stage of Jacqueline Kennedy Onassis’ life, 165 have never 
been published before, 58 have only rarely surfaced in news¬ 
papers and magazines but never in book form, and 28 are familiar 
photos that have been emblazoned on the world’s collective psy¬ 
che. So much has been written about this complex icon, but with 
the never-before-seen photos and Spada’s detailed and engaging 
anecdotal captions, the author has admirably justified yet another 
book on Jackie. 

Divided into seven sections, the book takes the reader from 
Jackie’s birth to her death. The first photo of her is a Christmas por¬ 
trait from 1929, the year of her birth. The last images of the book 
are of a frail Jackie walking down Fifth Avenue with her compan¬ 
ion, Maurice Tempelsman, just one week before she succumbed to 
cancer on May 12,1994, as well as a photo of her children, Caroline 
and the late JFK Jr., at her funeral. 

Given the fact that Jackie was herself a newspaper photograph¬ 
er before marrying JFK (page 12 features a photo of her holding 
her bulky Speed Graphic camera) and that she became one of the 
most photographed women in the world, the pictorial biography 
seems a fitting genre for capturing this remarkable life. While the 
book is generally in very good taste, there are a couple of paparazzi 
shots from her days with Ari Onassis: Jackie chomping on a mouth¬ 
ful of spaghetti at a Rome restaurant; Jackie going braless beneath 
a clingy T-shirt while shopping in Portofino, Italy; and Jackie hav¬ 
ing a bad hair day in Greece. ▼ 
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ing to find him again. 

Earl’s search for Red be¬ 
comes his quest, a quest he 
pursues so earnestly that it 
soon becomes clear that Earl 
lives his life in an almost 
delusional state. Though he 
meets Red by chance and in¬ 
teracts with him only briefly, 
he nevertheless creates and 
falls in love with a romanti¬ 
cized idealization of Red. 

The gulf between the two 
young men, and the truly 
sinister nature of Red’s 
world, becomes clear only 
when Earl is later reunited 
with him. Though Red is 
fairly honest about who 
he is and what he does, 

Earl doesn’t grasp the full 
import of what Red re¬ 
veals to him. He only re¬ 
alizes that Red is not the per¬ 
son he thought he was, and moves 
on. 

True grit 

Pera’s book is ambitious. He 
takes on difficult subjects (home¬ 
lessness, prostitution and addiction, 
to name a few) and does so through 
the eyes of an unreliable narrator. 
The results are mixed. There are cer¬ 
tainly some memorable moments 
in the story, and Pera weaves the tale 
skillfully back and forth in time, art¬ 
fully linking up the small tragedies 
of Earl’s life in all of their gritty re¬ 
ality. But in the end, this novel 
seems unrealized. Pera has the in¬ 
gredients for a good novel here, but 
he doesn’t work hard enough at de¬ 
veloping them. 

At times Pera’s story seems for¬ 
mulaic, and he comes close to 
stereotyping many of his charac¬ 
ters. His description of “the Wal¬ 
rus,” one of Earl’s New York City 
clients, is one example. At one 
point, the Walrus complains to 
Earl about the drudgery of his 
work on Wall Street: ‘“It’s all fluo¬ 
rescent lighting inside,’ he belly- 
ached. ‘Along the ceiling in rows- 
all the way down; a sick green 
color to everything from them 
and the glow of each man’s com¬ 


puter on his desk. 

We are all in rows there, right up 
against each other but you’d never 
know, never a word except about 
business. That’s not really talking. 
When I leave my things at the end 
of the day to come out into the 
light, it’s like getting out of a dark 
prison. But you don’t want to hear 
about all of this.’” Like too many 
of the other characters that move 
through Troublemaker, the Walrus 
seems to be more of a caricature 
than a human being. 

These weaknesses are due, in 
large part, to the fact that Pera 
chooses to present Earl in the first 
person, and in Earl he creates a 
character who is better at telling 
his story than reflecting on it. It is 
a difficult task for a novelist to un¬ 
fold a story through a narrator 
who has limited perspective and 
awareness, and Pera doesn’t al¬ 
ways rise to that challenge. Travel¬ 
ing with Earl as he moves from 
place to place, the reader becomes 
somewhat road-weary. Perhaps 
that’s part of the effect that Pera 
hopes to achieve. Troublemaker 
does not tell a pleasant story, after 
all. Still, by the end of the novel, 
one is left wondering, is that all 
there is? ▼

Miller and Rail are joined in it by 
Fosse, Van, Carof Haney, and-Jeanne 
Coyle. Partnered here by Fosse, 
Haney, a terrific dancer, would soon 
become the toast of New Yo^k in 
The Pajama Game, repeating the 
role for the movies. But she’s now 
best remembered for breaking her 
leg, an accident that allowed under¬ 
study Shirley MacLaine to be seen 
by producer Hal Wallis and Alfred 
Hitchcock. They promptly signed 
her for The Trouble With Harry 
(1955), which launched her 40-plus 
year film career. 

After Kate, musicals generally 
lost their luster at the box office, 
although they sporadically recov¬ 
ered: The King and I (1956), Gigi 
(1958), West Side Story (1961), My 
Fair Lady and Mary Poppins 
(1964), The Sound of Music 
(1965), and Cabaret (1978), be¬ 
fore all but disappearing from 
Hollywood, unless in animated 
form. Madonna’s failure to fill the¬ 
atres with Evita seems to confirm 
that the genre can no longer draw 
contemporary audiences. But 
then, Andrew Lloyd Weber is no 
Cole Porter. If you want to get a 
sense of what Broadway musicals 
were like in their heyday, rush to 
the Castro to catch the master’s 
most brilliant achievement. ▼

Sugar Babies. 

The one flaw in the film is 
Kathryn Grayson as Lilli Vanes- 
si/Kate the Shrew. Just why this 
plum role went to her remains a 
mystery, especially since she had 


been released from her MGM 
contract in 1952 (after 12 years of 
mostly shrill trilling) and the stu¬ 
dio had to borrow her back from 
Warner Bros., where she made the 
dull Desert Song and the unsuc¬ 
cessful biography of opera star 
Grace Moore, This Is Love (both 
1953). 

In Kate, Grayson mistakes a 
pout for temperament, is forced to 
wear an unbecoming blonde wig, 
sings gratingly (her “I Hate Men” 
is also unconvincing emotionally), 
and seems to have learned the 
Bard’s dialogue phonetically. It’s a 
shame the attractive Morrison 
didn’t get to repeat her stage suc¬ 
cess. The extraordinarily volup¬ 
tuous Grayson made only one 
more movie after Kate, the unsuc¬ 
cessful Vagabond King (1956). 
Decades later, she would have a re¬ 
curring part as one of Cabot 
Cove’s beauty parlor regulars on 
television’s Murder, She Wrote, 
starring Lansbury. 

In the comic roles of thugs 
seeking to collect on an IOU, 
Keenan Wynn and James Whit¬ 
more are very funny and stop the 
show with the hilarious “Brush 
Up Your Shakespeare.” Their ma- 
lapropisms are flawlessly enunci¬ 
ated in the finest Damon Runyon 
tradition. '

Troublemaker by Brian Pera; St. 
Martin's Press, $22.95 

B ooks by or about ex-hustlers 
seem to be appearing every¬ 
where these days. Last year 
brought both J.T. LeRoy’s Sarah, a 
highly praised first novel about 
living on the road and in the 
streets, and Rick Whitaker’s As¬ 
suming the Position, a memoir 
about the demands of plying the 
sex-for-hire trade in New York 
City. The latest addition to this 
emerging subgenre is Brian Pera’s 
novel Troublemaker. For those 
who have read LeRoy and Whitak¬ 
er’s books, Pera treads familiar 
territory. 

Pera’s first novel is a narrative 
told in the voice of Earl, a less- 
than-sharp young man who wan¬ 
ders the country in search of both 
his family and an elusive charac¬ 
ter named Red. In many ways, Earl 
is an orphan. After watching his 
father succumb to a prolonged ill¬ 
ness (brought about, in part, by 
his drinking), Earl is more or less 
abandoned by his cold, distant 
mother. He runs away and travels 
from state to state in search of 
connection with an aunt and a 
grandmother, never quite achiev¬ 
ing the communion with them 
that he desires. Along the way.Earl 
supports himself (and his drug 
habit) as a male prostitute, work¬ 
ing in a house of boys run by a 
woman named Madam, and then 
on his own as a “kept boy.” 

Earl’s aimlessness and naivete 
are brought home in the novel’s 
first sentence: “Nothing else in the 
world to do, and nowheres else to 
go’s how I ended up at the carnie.” 
At the carnie, or traveling carnival, 
Earl meets Red, a young man 
about his age who seems to be 
even more restless and troubled 
than Earl. Though their meeting is 
brief, Earl feels an intense connec¬ 
tion and attraction to Red, and as 
soon as he is separated from him, 
he spends the rest of the novel try- 
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mitted to his cause, central to 
which is figuring out, over many 
years, what exactly transpired in 
the net of his relationship with 
Wilde. Bosie also sought redress

for the many and varied grievous 
insults he felt he had endured. 

When, in his later years, Bosie 
allowed himself to relax, reflect 
and find forgiveness for himself 
and others, he once again regained 
some semblance of the brave poet 
who so boldly penned the words, 


“I am the Love that dare not speak 
its name.” But in truth, that flame 
had long since expired, the torch 
taken up by others more true to 
their natures. 

While Murray’s sympathies are 
with Bosie, his scholarship allows 
readers to make informed judg¬ 
ments. Admirers of the sonnet 
will, indeed, find much to admire 
in Bosie. He wasn’t half bad. Read¬ 
ers who find no mystery in a gay 
man going straight, on the other 
hand, will find no problem with 
Murray’s failing to cast a suffi¬ 
ciently critical eye on Bosie’s ap¬ 
parent transformation. Murray 
seems reluctant to criticize. 

Given the repressive social at¬ 
mosphere of his time, it’s not sur¬ 
prising that Bosie proclaimed 
himself straight and allied himself 
with the Church. He had to sur¬ 
vive. He was tired of insults, jails, 
rumors, and his status as social 
outcast. He wanted to be em¬ 
braced, and for that he turned to 
his own aristocratic class for so¬ 
lace and comfort. He got but a 
modicum of it. 

One thing seems certain, how¬ 
ever: had gay liberation occurred 
on his watch, you can bet Bosie 
would have jumped right in, con¬ 
version be damned. After all, the 
best times of his life were as a happy 
pervert. Bosie once wrote to Wilde 
from Biskra, North Africa, “saying 
that he’d had a new lover and that 
they had sex once or twice a day, 
and that he was so young that the 
milk of his mother still hadn’t been 
wiped from his mouth,” says Mur¬ 
ray. “This boy was only I think 13; 
Bosie was 23.” T

poems would receive a fair reading 
or assessment in his day. Young 
Murray decided years ago to recti¬ 
fy that sad state of affairs, which 
has resulted in his captivating bi¬ 
ography, Bosie (Hyperion). 

“I intended originally to write 
a book about poetry,” says the 
sunny 20-year-old author, casual¬ 
ly attired in a white linen suit over 
a pale button-down T-shirt, as he 
sips a beer at the Top of the Mark 
on Nob Hill, fresh from a live, on- 
air interview at Berkeley’s KPFA 
Radio. “That was one of the first 
things that kick-started me, find¬ 
ing a copy of one of his poems 
that hadn’t been taken out of the 
library in 50 years, and realizing 
they were bloody good. I think 
some of them are.” 

He was a mere 15 at the time, a 
student at Eton prep school, and 
little did he know that within five 
years he would be one of the dar¬ 
lings of the book-publishing 
world, zipping around the globe, 
promoting a book published by 
Tina Brown’s latest enterprise, 
Talk Miramax Books, an imprint 
of Hyperion Books. 

“I took a year out between 
Eton and Oxford,” explains Mur¬ 
ray, asked how he managed as a 
student to produce such a well-re- 
searched, well-written book. “In 
England, it’s very common. I 
spent my time teaching. My con¬ 
temporaries did as well. And in 
my spare time I wrote the book.” 

No doubt marketing decisions 
factored into Brown’s interest in 
Murray. He presents at media ops 
just the sort of sophisticated, sexy 
young face and engaging person¬ 
ality cameras and tape recorders 
love to record. As important, and 
as enticing, is the book’s literary 
merit, which earns high marks. 
Murray stubbornly set out to show 
that Bosie wasn’t the complete vil¬ 
lain he’s been made out to be, and 
that he deserves recognition for his 
literary accomplishments. 

“I think he should be regarded 
as a good minor poet,” declares 
Douglas. To convince skeptics and 
lure new Bosie fans, Murray traces 
the intricacies of the relationships 
among all the key players in the 
Bosie/Wilde saga with dispassion,

OK so we admit it, Out There 
comes from Baltimore, Maryland, 
also once home to such notables as 
much-loved former BAR arts edi¬ 
tor Danny Mangin, 20th-c. news¬ 
paperman and critic H.L. 
Menckin, and immortal poet and 
author Edgar Allen Poe. So we’ve 
seen filth dignitary John Waters 
out & about in Bawlamer: at the 
art-house Charles Theatre, or at the 
gay sleaze bar the Atlantis (made fa¬ 
mous from Waters’ Pecker, with its 
refrain, “No tea-bagging!”) 

All of which is to say Waters not 
only stays current with the latest 
stuff by going out himself; he stays 
accessible, always gracious and 
friendly in our experience. Which 
is also to say: Not everyone who 
becomes big becomes a big asshole! 
A Baltimore moral which resonates 
all the way to the Gay Area. 

Self service 

Out There snapped up a copy 
of British satirist Will Self’s story 
collection Tough, Tough Toys for 
Tough, Tough Boys, now out in a 
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paperback edition from Grove 
Press. It’s just our type of catnip. 

We swooned over the almost 
tender — if one could use such a 
word in describing Self’s icy-cold 
voice — tone of “Caring, Sharing,” 
a sci-fi/fantasy tale of “grown-ups” 
in Manhattan, and their emotion¬ 
ally sustaining relationships with 
their “emotos,” large, nurturing 
androids custom-made for their 
owners — and not incidentally, of 
the same sex. “Grown-ups” are 
those who have opted to be non- 
“procro.” Think: non-breeder. 

“They had spent most of the 
day chatting, both of them cud¬ 
dled by their emotos; the childlike 
giants standing waist deep in the 
ocean swell, cradling their respec¬ 
tive grown-ups in their arms. 
‘There is nothing more sensuous,’ 
Karin had said to Emil in an un¬ 
guarded moment, ‘than the smell 
of wet emoto skin, wet emoto hair, 
and the great wet ocean.’” 

Self’s story is the creepiest take 
on modern love, hetero or homo, 
we’ve read in a long while. His 
young singles meet at Yuppie wa-* 
tering holes like the Bowery 
Brasserie, park their emotos in sep¬ 
arate facilities, and never touch 
each other, much less confront their 
fear of sex. They’ve infantilized 
their human needs and put their 
emotional trust in technology. It’s a 
strange, oblique world strangely 
reminiscent of USA 2000. ▼ 


thoroughly but engagingly delin¬ 
eating and speculating on the 
facts. The biographer clearly sides 
with his principal subject, but he’s 
never a dyed-in-the-wool Bosie 
apologist. 

Murray describes Bosie as “an 
antihero, a tremendous lesson in 
how not to live your life. The great 
problem with Bosie always has 
been and always was, from the be¬ 
ginning of his life, he makes a 
mess of enemies.” 

It may be life imitating art, but 
Murray himself now attends Mag¬ 
dalen College, Oxford — the very 
college Bosie attended when he 
had his first affair with Wilde, 
when it was still a haven for 
“schoolboy business.” Clearly, 
Bosie was happiest in life 
at that time, be¬ 
fore homopho¬ 
bia destroyed 
their love. 

The key inci¬ 
dent that almost 
completely un¬ 
hinged Bosie was 
Wilde’s apparent 
betrayal frpm be¬ 
yond the grave, 
where he was un¬ 
touchable. Wilde’s 
seeming animus 
toward Bosie rose 
up in the form of 
an infamous, ac¬ 
cusatory letter ad¬ 
dressed to Bosie, 
given to one Robbie 
Ross to deliver, but 
which Bosie claimed 
never to have re¬ 
ceived. When that let¬ 
ter’s contents were 
read aloud in court, 

Wilde’s hostile words stabbed him, 
destroying any traces of his former 
carefree innocence, turning him 
into the ogre he became until his 
autumnal years. 

It’s almost a Romeo and Juliet 
affair, where letters are crossing 
“and don’t arrive in time, ab¬ 
solutely,” Murray agrees. “It’s a ter¬ 
ribly tragic story, really two. One 
tragedy, although it’s the short 
version in the book, is the tragedy 
of Oscar Wilde, and the other one 
is the tragedy of Alfred Douglas. I 
have in many ways so much more 
sympathy with Bosie in this.” 

Bosie can be admired as a 
fighter of enormous resolve, com-

Proud Pilipinos 

T o be Fiiipino/Pilipino American in San Francisco is to have 
access to great wealth, culture-wise, especially beginning this 
week when not one but two major events take place that in¬ 
volve the entire Fiiipino/Pilipino community and their admirers. 

The action for both events takes place primarily at Yerba Buena 
Center for the Arts (701 Mission St. at 3rd St.), a South-of-Market 
site of special significance to many of Philippine extraction, since 
the 5.5-acre cultural facility is 
situated where once there was 
a thriving Filipino community, 
which was demolished by 
“urban renewal” to make way, 
eventually, for Yerba Buena. 

“Pistahan 2000” boldly 
acknowledges the former dis¬ 
placement by trumpeting the 
7th Annual Filipino Ameri¬ 
can Arts Exposition happen¬ 
ing outdoors in lovely Yerba 
Buena Gardens and indoors in 
the acoustically sound Forum 
space. For this week, at least, 
the refugees return home, and 
they go all out to make the 
most of it. 

The two-day cultural festi¬ 
val, taking place August 12-13, 

features a marathon of performances and exhibits, 11 a.m. - 6 p.m. 
Saturday and 12:05 noon - 6 p.m. Sunday. 

Performers at the free fest include Les Mis headliner Joan 
Almedilla (“I Dreamed A Dream”) on stage along with other Fil¬ 
ipino artists from near and far — an R&B singing group sensation 
from southern California, Devotion, and Pinoy rock band Kayu- 
manggi from Houston, Texasand more. 

Local talents taking their star turn include up-and-coming band 
Love Daria along with Big Saints, Melinda Lopez, Sinagtala The¬ 
ater Ensemble, Pi and Rubymar, and singers from Destini West 
Records and Loud Impact Records.

really tried to shock when I made 
Pink Flamingos, that was a terror¬ 
ist movie in a way, against hippies 
and peace & love. It was a punk 
rock movie before there was punk 
rock. Something was blowing in 
the wind, and it was anger, not 
peace & love. To me, there is little 
edge left in any city these days, 
that’s why kids no longer have to 
go to New York or San Francisco, 
there are cool places everywhere. 
In San Francisco, all the little sex 
shops I used to go into are cafete¬ 
ria stores, which I’m not opposed 
to. Everyone’s waiting for a dot 
fuck, that’s the difference. 

Where do the gay cognoscenti of 
Baltimore now go for their 
blowjobs? 

To a straight bar called the 
Club Charles. All the coolest gay 
people now go to mixed bars, bars 
that are gay, straight, black, bisex¬ 
ual. Separatism is defeat. The cool 
gay kids in Baltimore go to mixed 
bars. What is the coolest gay bar in 
Baltimore? I don’t know. It’s not 
the one I go to, which is The Port 
in the Storm, a really hardcore les¬ 
bian bar where Johnny Cash 
lookalikes dance with women 
with beehives. I took Debbie 
Harry the last time I went there. 
She was scared. I also love the At¬ 
lantis, the male strip bar I used in 


Pecker. Now they have frontal nu¬ 
dity with guys dancing with 
hard-ons. 

If Tab Hunter finally came out of 
the closet (Troy Donahue came 
very close to outing him at a re¬ 
cent public appearance at the 
Castro Theater), what difference 
would it make? 

None. Why would Tab Hunter 
come out? He doesn’t do inter¬ 


views. He’s a television producer 
now. He’s doing great, and he 
looks great. The older he is the 
more handsome, the more rugged 
he looks. I saw him at a barbecue 
at Elizabeth Taylor’s recently. Her 
staff likes me, which is the only 
reason I was invited. Jennifer 
Jones was there, too. 

Whenever I hear "Jennifer 
Jones/' all I can think of is that 
makeup she wore in Duel in the 
Sun. Oh my God, what were they 
thinking? 

Well, if you liked it then, you 
ought to see it now! 

Now that you're over 50, how do 
you plan to stave off the seeming¬ 
ly inevitable slide into irrelevancy 
that hits almost everyone in the 
entertainment industry after a 
certain age? 

I don’t agree with that. I don’t 
think it affects everyone. You have 
to keep interested in what young 
people do. Never believe “they 
don’t make them like they used to.” 
Yes, they do. They make them bet¬ 
ter than they used to, if you ask me. 

If you live to be 95, like Bob 
Hope, and they release you from 
rehab at the Eisenhower Medical 
Center, when you wave to the 
crowd from the balcony, as Hope 
did recently, who would you like 
to have standing by your side? 

Well, I wouldn’t wave, I’d prob¬ 
ably be giving them the finger. 


Who would I like standing by my 
side? My dearest friends. If I out¬ 
live them, probably an incredibly 
helpful male nurse, somebody 
who’s taking care of me. He can 
lead me out, and I’ll give ’em the 
finger. 

I haven't read anything about your 
personal life. 

That’s why it’s called a person¬ 
al life. I’ve kept it that way. The 


people I’ve been involved with 
have not been in show business. 
I’ve been out always, it’s no big 
deal. I was on the cover of some 
gay paper called Gay News in 


1973. No one ever asked about it 
until Serial Mom. 

I led a gay march recently in 
Lansing, Michigan, where I was 
the speaker on the steps of the 
State Capitol. I felt just like Angela 
Davis. Even my fans in the early 
days were gay people who didn’t 
like gay culture. They still are, in a 
way. But I don’t like those rules, ei¬ 
ther. I sometimes feel more com¬ 
fortable in a punk rock club than 


a gay club. My favorite gay club is 
in New York, it’s called Squeeze- 
box. They advertise themselves as 
a hetero-friendly gay bar. It’s 75% 
gay and 25% the coolest straight 
kids. 

I’m single right now. I’m better 
single, I have a great life as a single 
man, and I have people I sleep 
with. I don’t want to be dragging 
anybody around on publicity 
tours. Being in love is kind of an¬ 
other job. I’ve had three major re¬ 
lationships in my life, and I’m still 
friends with all three of them. 

What's your next film about? 

Sex addicts. It’s called A Dirty 
Shame. I don’t like to talk about it 
much because I’m still thinking 
about it. It’s about their fight for 
dignity in blue-collar, small-town 
America. I think it’ll be funny. A 
lot of my movies are about com¬ 
pulsive behavior and obsessions. 

Do you watch Sex and the City? 

I’ve seen it. I like to read, so I 


don’t really watch TV. The last 
book I read was a history of the 
Stork Club. 

Did you ever think about making 
a mainstream, traditional movie? 

No, not really. But if I ever did 
it, it would be the biography of 
Grace Metalious, who wrote Pey¬ 
ton Place. Roseanne would be per¬ 
fect in the role, they’re physically 
very similar, and they both liked 
causing trouble. Grace became an 
alcoholic, and her whole life was 
ruined in five minutes by her suc¬ 
cess. She bought Cadillacs and 
drank herself to death in the Plaza 
Hotel very quickly. But I still love 
her. “Indian summer is like a 
woman,” that’s the first line of 
Peyton Place. Ha, ha, ha. But even 
if I filmed the life of Grace Metal¬ 
ious, it wouldn’t be a straight 
movie, it would be a twisted 
movie. People would just start 
laughing and think I was kidding 
anyway. I love extreme lives, don’t 
you? ▼

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Baltimore or bust? 


John Waters''Cecil B. DeMented'

J ohn Waters, the father of 
midnight movies, kicks off 
his fifth decade of filmmak¬ 
ing by returning to Baltimore for 
an anti-Hollywood satire on the 
pitfalls of filmmaking — both al¬ 
ternative and mainstream. Cecil B. 
DeMented (Stephen Dorff) is a 
crazed indie who decides to si¬ 
multaneously trash Hollywood 
and elevate his own style of guer¬ 
rilla filmmaking by kidnapping 
movie star Honey Whitlock 
(Melanie Griffith) at the Balti¬ 
more premiere of her new film. 
Honey is a foul-mouthed, spoiled 
bitch, but DeMented and his pro¬ 
duction crew posse will soon cut 
her down to small-screen size. 

As it turns out, the kidnapping 
is only the first step in an elabo¬ 
rate plan to brainwash Honey and 
force her to star in DeMented’s 
Raving Beauty, a no-budget film 
to be shot on the run, literally. 
Honey, won over to the DeMented 
cause, turns into a two-fisted, pis¬ 
tol-packin’ Momma, loyal to De¬ 
Mented and the “Sprocket Holes,” 
his drugged-out production crew. 
Like armed and dangerous Key¬ 
stone Cops, DeMented and his 
crew wreck havoc throughout Bal¬ 
timore, but finally complete their 
filmft 

Writer/director Waters puts 
usual suspects Ricki Lake, Patty 
Hearst and Mink Stole into small 
roles in Cecil B. DeMented. And 
although Hearst plays the mother 
of one of the Sprocket Holes, it’s 
hard not to think of Hearst’s own 
“Tanya, urban guerrilla” period as 
the kidnapped and brainwashed 
Honey starts shooting guns and 
spouting radical propaganda. Wa¬ 
ters’ work here recalls his earlier, 
lunatic films like Pink Flamingos 
and Female Trouble. He is more 
over-the-top and less mainstream 
than in previous big-budget out¬ 
ings like Hairspray and Serial 
Mom. 

But this is not to say that Cecil 
B. DeMented works, because basi¬ 
cally it does not. Waters, who has 
remained true to his original vi¬ 
sion, is no longer ahead of the 
curve. There are few laughs in 
Cecil, and the outrageousness 


seems entirely forced and unnat¬ 
ural. Only one scene in a porn 
theater really sparkles with origi¬ 
nality. Everything else we’ve seen 
or heard before. 

Celeb victim 

Waters, who has made only five 
other films in the last 20 years, is 
the classic victim of his own 
celebrity. His early work, which 
had the same terrible dialogue and 
preposterous situations as Cecil B. 
DeMented, was fun due to its total 
lack of professionalism. These 
films had no budget, hideous cos¬ 
tumes, lousy photography, horri¬ 
ble continuity, exceedingly bad ac¬ 
tors, drag queens, and one gen¬ 
uine toothless hag. (Ah, Edith, 
where are you when we need 
you?) When Waters put them to¬ 
gether, they became much more 
than the sum of their parts. Every 
aspect of his early films served as 
both a commentary on contem¬ 
porary social mores and a send-up 
of filmmaking. But when main¬ 
stream success arrived, Waters 
chose to accept Hollywood bud¬ 
gets and big stars while trying to 
remain true to his original vision. 
Unfortunately for him, and the 
audience, it’s not working. The 
Zeitgeist (not to mention the Far- 
relly brothers) has passed him by. 

In Cecil B. DeMented, Melanie 
Griffith, with her inflated lips and 
self-conscious stardom, seems to¬ 
tally out of place as the radical 
Honey. And Stephen Dorff in the 
title role is so pretty and so coifed 
that his physical appearance re¬ 
calls a Gaultier model more than 
a lunatic Baltimore filmmaker. 
Vince Peranio’s elaborate produc¬ 
tion design and Robert Stevens’ 
expert cinematography reinforce 
the aesthetic dissonance between 
the writing and the production 
values. There is no denying that all 
the principals are talented profes¬ 
sionals who have worked within 
the Hollywood motion picture in¬ 
dustry for many years. It is fool¬ 
hardy for anyone, Waters includ¬ 
ed, to think that these insiders can 
provide the authentic outsider 
perspective that once fueled his 
work. As a result, Waters is hoisted 
by his own petard, reduced to 
doing self-parody in the same way 
that Faye Dunaway now does with

every role she takes. He is now an 
insider in the film industry, trying 
to hold on to his increasingly tired 
original vision, but ending up 
with the worst of both worlds. 

At the end of Cecil B. DeMent¬ 
ed, Waters orchestrates an ambi¬ 
sexual orgy on top of the candy 


concession at a drive-in movie. As 
the large cast of extras riots, sirens 
blare, fire engines wail, and police 
lob a hail of bullets at the copulat¬ 
ing guerrilla filmmakers. In the 
middle of all this, Melanie Griffith 
sets her hair on fire. Already dis¬ 
tanced from this current Waters’ 


production, I could only recall 
with wistful fondness that small 
pile of dog poop and the look on 
Divine’s face. ▼

Martina the magnificent 

Tennis Hall of Fame inducts Navratilova

r he blustery overcast condi¬ 
tions on the grounds of the 
H historic Newport Casino in 
Newport, Rhode Island couldn’t 
dampen the glorious spirit of cel¬ 
ebration last month as tennis leg¬ 
end and lesbian icon Martina 
Navratilova was enshrined into 
the International Tennis Hall of 
Fame.. Following an introduction 
from Dr. Renee Richards, the fa¬ 
mous transsexual who coached 
Navratilova during the dominant 
period of her storied career, the 
woman often called the greatest 
female tennis player of all time 
took the podium and reflected on 
her place in history. 

“It’s nice to be able to talk 
about yourself without feeling 
guilty or without having to pay 
somebody to listen to you,” 
Navratilova told the 4,000 specta¬ 
tors gathered at the manicured 
lawns of the Tennis Museum and 
Hall of Fame, where the game was 
first played in the United States in 
1881. 

Dressed comfortably in white 
slacks and a beige blazer over a 
peach-colored shirt, Navratilova 
basked in the affection of the 
crowd, speaking without a hint of 
nervousness as she thanked the 
many people who helped her to 
achieve greatness. Among those 
present for the occasion were her 
mother Jana, visiting from the 
Czech Republic, friend and men¬ 
tor Billie Jean King, former dou¬ 
bles partner Pam Shriver (with 
whom she won a record 109 con¬ 
secutive doubles matches from 
1983 to 1985), and Nancy Lieber- 
man-Cline, the basketball star 
credited with motivating 
Navratilova to reach optimum 
physical fitness through discipline

and intensive athletic training. 

Company of canines 

Navratilova’s laundry list of ac¬ 
knowledgments was not confined 
to humans. After thanking all the 
“doctors who held me together, 
homeopathic people, osteopaths, 
massage therapists,” she expressed 
appreciation to “my dogs, for 
keeping me company throughout 
my career.” The biggest laugh of 
the day came when she extended 
her gratitude even to “all the girl¬ 
friends who suffered through all 
the matches in the stands — 
wherever they are —” 

Sticking mostly to tennis, this 
was the only reference Navratilova 


made in the speech to her sexuality. 
At a press conference earlier in the 
day, however, she answered several 
questions from reporters about her 
work in the area of gay rights. 

“Until we have equal access and 
equal protection under the law, I 
will keep speaking out,” she said. “I 
don’t want it to be an issue, but it 
is, because we don’t have equal ac¬ 
cess and equal rights. It’s some¬ 
thing I couldn’t even talk about 
until I became a [US] citizen. It was 
a disqualifying thing to be a lesbian 
[when applying for citizenship], 
and it shouldn’t be that way. 

“It shouldn’t be disqualifying 
for that, or to defend this country,

or adopting children, being able to 
marry, having a partner protected 
by law, etc.,” she continued. “We 
don’t have any of that — unless 
you move to Vermont, and it’s a 
pretty small state.” 

In addition to gay and lesbian 
issues, Navratilova’s political ac¬ 
tivism has extended to animal 
rights (she is a vegetarian and sup¬ 
porter of People for the Ethical 
Treatment of Animals), the envi¬ 
ronment and women’s rights (she 
has served on the boards of 
Planned Parenthood and the 
Women’s Sports Foundation). 

“There is inequality all around 
the world, not just for gays and 
lesbians, but women in particu¬ 
lar,” she said. “Look at what hap¬ 
pens in Afghanistan, Iraq, all the 
Muslim countries, Africa — the 
list goes on and on. It’s much 
worse for women, actually, than it 
is for gays and lesbians through¬ 
out the world. We have it pretty 
good here in this country, but it’s 
still not as good as it should be, so 
until that is the case, I’ll keep talk¬ 
ing about it.” 

She said the most satisfying thing 
she has been able to accomplish out¬ 
side of tennis is founding the Rain¬ 
bow Card, a credit card that has do¬ 
nated almost $1 million in profits to 
gay and lesbian organizations. 

Asked about homophobia in 
sports, Navratilova said she never 
had many problems on the court. 

“That was the beauty of tennis 
[and] of sports — that athletes do 
not see color, they do not see bor¬ 
ders, they do not see communist, 
capitalist, black, white, gay, 
straight,” she said. “You know, 
‘How good is her forehand?’ real¬ 
ly is the bottom line.” 

Lucky dress 

After the press conference, 
Navratilova visited a new exhibit 
in the Hall of Fame Museum cre¬ 
ated especially for the occasion of 
her enshrinement. Entitled Marti¬ 
na the Magnificent, the exhibit fea¬ 
tures trophies, photos and me¬ 
mentos personally chosen and 
loaned to the museum by 
Navratilova herself. The collection 
includes display cases containing 
her nine Wimbledon plates and 
the “lucky” dress she wore in win¬ 
ning her first Wimbledon in 1978. 
The white sleeveless garment with 
gold pinstripes and large navy blue 
lapels with a monogrammed M 
was created by the late Ted Tinling, 
the openly gay British-born tennis 
historian and fashion designer. 

Along with the record nine 
Wimbledon titles, Navratilova 
won four US Opens, three Aus¬ 
tralian Opens and two French 


Opens. In a career lasting from 
1973 until 1994, she became the 
winningest player — man or 
woman — in tennis history, break¬ 
ing records with 1,438 singles 
match wins, 167 singles tourna¬ 
ment titles and 165 doubles titles. 

Now 43, Navratilova returned 
to the tennis tour this year, com¬ 
peting in doubles at the French 
Open and Wimbledon. She is cur¬ 
rently playing World Team Tennis 
and has plans to compete in dou¬ 
bles at the US Open. 

Besides her gay rights activism, 
which included featured speeches 
at the 1993 and 2000 Marches on 
Washington, she has kept herself 
quite busy since retiring from sin¬ 
gles competition in 1994. She co¬ 
wrote three mystery novels, has 
written columns for Sports For 
Women magazine and USA Today, 
and has done televised tennis 
commentary for HBO, TNT and 
the BBC. Denied millions of dol¬ 
lars in product endorsements be¬ 
cause of her sexuality over the 
years, she is now appearing in TV 
commercials for Subaru. 

Besides tennis, she keeps in 
shape by skiing, snowboarding, 
and playing basketball and hockey 
(with a women’s league in Aspen, 
Colorado called the Mother Puck¬ 
ers). She has been on several pho¬ 
tographic safaris in Africa, learned 
to make furniture in a carpentry 
class, and recently earned her 
pilot’s license. In 1996, she did a 
cross-country motorcycle ride on 
her Harley Davidson. 

Despite her tendency to get 
teary-eyed on emotional occa¬ 
sions, Navratilova was simply too 
happy to cry in Newport. After 
talking about her humble begin¬ 
nings in communist Czechoslova¬ 
kia, she closed her heartfelt re¬ 
marks by expressing gratitude for 
the “chosen family” she has made 
of the special people she has met 
through tennis. 

“When all is said and done, I 
know that I have given a very good 
part of my soul to the game of 
tennis,” she said. “But as in life, 
when you give, you receive. I must 
say that tennis has given me soul, 
and that gift I can never repay.” 

The highlight of the day, how¬ 
ever, was the moving tribute from 
Dr. Renee Richards, who now lives 
a very private life in Manhattan, 
where she is a respected ophthal¬ 
mologist. Asking her audience to 
close their eyes and visualize Mar¬ 
tina on Center Court at Wimble¬ 
don, Richards vividly described a 
typical Navratilova match point 
— a powerful slice serve followed 
by a piercing volley winner into 
the open court. 

“The stadium erupts,” 
Richards ended her introduction. 
“Magnificent Martina — a cham¬ 
pion for all time!” T
